NEW TURN TO TERMINAL SQUABBLE 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

High officials of the Pennsylvania rafiroad 
aré to be asked to explain the alleged adop- 
tion by its first vice president of the Vander- 
bilt motto—* The public be damned.” They 
also will be asked why they have not planned 
a terminal in Chicago embodying the prin- 
ciples laid down in a book written by the 
president of the company several years ago. 

Jarvis Hunt, architect, yesterday gave in- 
formation to the council committee on ter- 
minals which caused Ald. Fisher to demand 
that President Samuel Rea of the Pennsyl- 
yania be summoned from Philadelphia be- 
fore the committee. If Joseph Wood, first 
vice president, does not appear voluntarily 
itis reasonably certain he will be asked to 
purchase a ticket to Chicago. The commit- 
teemen apparently desire to deal with some 
one higher in official position than Second 
Vice President J. J. Turner. 


Hunt Springs Sensation. 

Mr Hunt sprang his sensation when asked 
by Chairman Geiger why he had prepared 
plans for a terminal. He replied he had 
spent his time and money for the benefit of 
the city and had no real estate which would 
be benefited by his plan. 

“T was told everything was done by the 
Pennsylvania in Pittsburgh,"’ went on Mr. 
Hunt. ‘‘I went there. I explained for two 
hours my plan to the late James McCrea, 
then president of the system. He said my 
plan should be considered before action was 
taken. 

“J was referred to Joseph Wood, who has 
final say on all Pennsylvania matters west 
of Pittsburgh. I told him I had a plan which 
would be of great benefit to Chicago. Hetold 
me he didn't give a cuss about Chicago. I 
protested we had some rights, but he repeat- 
ed he cared nothing about Chicago. 


Miller Changes Front? 

“T discussed my plan with Darius Maller, 
president of tae Burlington. He talked fa- 
Yorably and said he would take up the mat- 
ter with the Pennsylvania people in Pitts- 
burgh. He tried three or four times, but 
nothing came of it He is now in favor of 
the Pennsylvania scheme, having changed 
his mind for reasons I*do not know.” 

Earlier in his speech Mr. Hunt told the 
committee of a book which had been writ- 
ten by President Rea. This book.is called 
“The Railways Terminating in London.” 

“In it Mr. Rea urges the segregation of 
traffic,”’. said Mr. Hunt. ‘“ He commends 
that system in certain stations in Londun 
and says it can be applied in this country, 
but that principle has been ignored in the 
Pianning of the station for Chicago.” 


Guotes Rea’s Writings. 

He read from the Rea book regarding the 
Paddington station in London as follows: 

“This station is very commodious and 
admirably arranged. It probably illustrates 
better than any other station in London 
the advantages of segregating the traffic in 
anc out of an important terminus. 

“There are many advantages in this dl- 
Vision of traffic in large terminal stations 
which could be well adopted under the same 
conditions in this country. The most prom- 
inent feature is the absolute avoidance of 
the inc Passengers with their bag- 
gage, etc., colliding or interfering with thoge 
Preparing to cepart agp occurs in many of 
our large stations. It is almost the uni- 
versal practice now on the continent to 
construct stations, where possible, for an 
absolute segregation of traffic.” 

That was way back in 1888 and Mr. Rea 
thought so well of his principles then tBat 
he copyrighted the book. 


Ald. Fisher Asks Question. 

“If it is an important principle in a rail- 
wey consiruction. to. separate trafic—the in- 
coming from the outgoing and the suburban 
from the long distance travel—then I beliéve 
it,would be well to have Mr. Rea tell us why 
he has not applied that principle to his pro- 
Posed Chicago station,’ began Ald. Fisher. 
" We might get more information by coming 
in closer contact with the Pennsylvania of- 
Hciais. They came to Chicago and gave us 
their plan. Mr. Graham, the architect of the 

lan, said it had been under consideration 
forseven years. Mr. ‘Turner, a vice president, 
substantiated that statement. 

“ Their attorney also told us they had been 
econsidering the ‘subject for seven years. 
They want us to act on“those plans. They 
don’t want us to take seven years, nor seven 
months. They want approval in seven weeks 
Or seven days, I dare say. They have iaid 
Cown their plans with a threat that if we do 
mot approve of them they will do nothing. 


Mr. Turner Comes to Town. 

“Mr. Turner came to town three or four | 
Months ago and had the Chicago plan com- 
Mission called in to look over their scheme 
The Pennsylvania seemed determined to 
have the approval of the commission inume- 
diately. Mr. Turner explained he had to so 
back to Pittsburgh that particular evening- 
The plan commission did not give its-ap- 
Proval. Instead it appointed’ a committee to 
investigate the plans.’’

GREAT GATUN DAM FINISHED; 
ATLANTIC OCEAN WASHES BASE 


Barrier.and Its Locks, Completed at Cost 
of $25,000,000, Ready for roe 
of Panama Canal. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

COLON, June 14.—The Great Gatun dam, 
the barrier which separates the Panama 
canal proper from the Atlantic ocean, finally 
is complete to the last detail. 

For the first time today the waters of the 
ecean were allowed to sweep against the 
great structure, the engineering task in erect- 
ing which has been one of the great prob- 


j lems of the canal builders. 


The clearing of the face of the dam to the 
waters of the ocean is an event of equal im- 
portance with the completion recently of 
the Miraflores dam and locks which form the 
barrier against the Pacific ocean at the other 
terminus of the canal. 

The building of the Gatun dam was designed 
to hold back the waters of the Chegres river 
and to create a lake of considerable size. 
Gatun lake, thus created, is fifteen miles long 
and covers about 160 square miles. 

The dem and the locks gost $25,000,000. 
There are six locks, im twin series of three, 
and thus forming three steps by which boats 


| ane raised or lowered between the canal and 


the Atlantic ocean. The locks are 1,000 feet 
long and the total length of the three, allow- 


bing for an entrance to each lock 600 feet 
ibng, ie 4000 feet, about three-quarters of 


a mile.

A roll 
call was forced on the floor of the senate, 
and while twenty-nine senators voted to per- 
mit the bill to be advanced. ¢nree more than 
enough to pass it, Lieut. Zov. O'Hara ruled 
technically that a two-thirds vote would be 
necessary to push it along. The house com- 
mittee long since killed all private bank bills. 
The subject is dead for this particular ses- 
sion. There is a good story behind how this 
was accomplished, and there are senators and 
representatives who are badly worried about 
it.

Court Reform.—One of the bills marked 
for ultimate passage is the court reform 
bill. It provides that for each of the Circuit 
and Superior courts of Cook county there 
shall be a presiding judge named by the 
Supreme court. for the term of his office, who 
shall have general executive charge of the 
calendar. Four judges in each court shall be 
named as chancery judges and thé rest shall 
sit in common law. The theory is to place 
these courts on a progressive working basis.

Last week the house really began to legis- 
late, and the members thereof may be par- 
doned for pointing with pride to’ the week's 
work. Woman’s suffrage, a public utilities 
law, a tax commission law, a revised fish and 
game act, cutting out a regiment of rab- 
bit shepherds and freeing the loop district 
of Chicago fiom thé congd¢stion caused by 
hordes of quail nurses; an outer harbor 
bill for Chicago, a médical school for Ili- 
nois, a revised municipal courts act, and a 
perfected primary bill brought to third read- 
ing—to say nothing of seyeral dozen less im- 
portant bills—this is a week’s work that is 
worth waiting months for, even at the rate 
of $600 a day, the house expenses. ' 

~o- 

While the house has been considering nine 
hour days for women, ten hour,daye for 
street car men, and shorter hours for prac- 
tically every one, its members heve been 
wora.ag from sunup until early cockcrow. 
The aouse has been having both an eight hour 
day and a nine hour night for the last two 
weeks. It has convened at 10 after an hour's 
ci.nmittee work; it hes run past the lunch 
hour to 8 or 4 o'clock, has recessed long 
enough to snatch a bite, and then has worked 
grimly past the dinner hour and into the 
shady depths of midnight—after which the 
house leaders have stayed behind and have 
put in a few more hours getting things ready 
for an early start the next day. 

It hasn't been the frantic bedlam of haste 
of a last day’s session either, but hard, sober, 
honest labor—such labor asa man putsin who 
has loafed ajong until his train has pulled out 
and has then set out to run it down and climb 
aboard. For that is what the house is now 
doing—catching up with itself. 

It is an agonizing process, too. The big 
bile are going through, but the little bills are 
jammed up in a hopeless mass, like the sev- 
eral thousand fans who come late to a 
world’s series ball game and fiad the gates 
shut in: their faces. ' 

— 

Most of the tragedies are in the little bills. 
People who have suffered in the service of 
the state are seeing their claim bills dying 
for the third and fourth time. Citizens, op- 
pressed unintentionally by some unnecessary 
clause in some carelessly drawn law. are 
watching the sheriff beat the bills for their 
relief. Men and women who have worked 
for years to get some piece of needed legisla- 
tion, 80 small as to be humble and yet ¢o nec- 
essary as to be a godsend to thousands, are 
getting ready to go home balked again—for 
lack of time. 

T: ve are hundreds of bills in the hopeless 
ruck—most of them unnecessary, but scores 
of them vitally important to some one. And 
the rules committees, which last week took 
up the job of locking the door of thedespotied 
stable—in other words of passing «n the Im- 
portance of legislation a month too late—is 
hearing each day from the frantic legislators 
who are pushing these bills and are moving 
heaven and earth to get them to third read- 
ing. 

That is the other side of the tragedy. Un- 
less a house bill gets to third reading by 
Tuesday, it is dead. The senate will not 
have time. to pass it. And many a member's

One man, who, after four weeks of effort, 
got his bil] to third reading last week, found 
opposition on the other side of the house and 
went over to plead with the kickers, and in 
his agitation promized to vote fora bill with- 
out asking what it was When his pill had 
passed he found that he had promised to vote 
for the wettest wet bill pefore the house, he 
being so dry as to be permanently dusty. 

Many of the tragedies in the shape of good 
bills still’ unpeassed when the session ends 
will be.the result of lack of system. Five 
months’ observation of the workings of a 
legislature leads to the firm conclusion that 
the word ‘‘ system” has been carefully cut 
out of ali the lexicons in the legisiative li- 
brary. For a month bills have been passed 
by guess and by gosh. The member who was 
the most persistent—who stuck the closest to 
tne harassed speaker—got his bill passed. 
it might be a bill to appoint a commissiono to 
consider the advisability of erecting a me- 
morial tablet in the distant future, or a bill 
to establish a boxing commission, or to le- 
galize betting machines at racetracks, or to 
commemorate officers who died in some bat- 
tle fifty years ago znd have gone uncom- 
memorated in perfect comfort ever since. 

? 

The house has earnestly taken up its time 
over these bills and has voted on them, while 
the teachers’ pension fund law for cities 
under charter forms of school government 
and dozens of other important laws are wait- 
ing patiently about with their chances grow- 
ing slimmer every day. 

The rules committee .should begin to sift 
two months before the session ends, and if 
ever a plan is invented to sift introduced 
bills with fairness the number will be cut 
down 70 per cent and the state's printing 
bills will come down like a disabled aero- 
plane. 

When the house passed the women’s suf- 
frage bill, which added 1,600,000 voters to 
the Dilinow electorate, last week, it trans- 
formed the Forty-eighth general assembly 
from an incoherent mess into a history mak- 
ing body. Never were 1,600,000 voters made 
with less noise and strife. 

One woman began the work, Mrs. Eva K. 
Booth of Chicago. She came down at the 
beginning of the session and charted the 
members with observations on their polit- 
ical, religious, commercial, fraternal, and 
pnrenological features. Later she was 
joined by Mrs. Grace Trout, and the two be- 
gan to talk quietly to the members. Six 
week ago Mrs. Antoinette Funk, a miniature 
dynamo, came down from Chicago and some 
of the most obdurate cases were turned over 
to her. Three weeks ago Mrs. Medill Mc- 
Cormick joined the army and the system was 
then perfected. 

When one of the four could not pereuade a 
member she turned him over to the next 
talker. Some of them got all four, twice 
around. They had no threats. They had 
no tears. They had only good humor, good 
arguments, and a deep and deadly knowl-

' Next week the legislature will adjourn and 


the probabilities are that its work will be 
so far completed that no special session will 
be called—provided the two houses can agree 
on the big measures which have already 
passed one huuse or the other. On Monday 
night the work will begin, and there will be 
no rest until Saturday morning. 

While most of the big things are out of 
the way the anti-pass bill still languishes 
in the house. It is as hard to get an anti- 
pass bill through the house as it is to get a 
camel through a needle’s eye. Somehow 
there is always some very excellent reason 
for not considering it until tomorrow. The 
house has been passing anti-pass bills to- 
morrow for several sessions, and it looks 
very much as if it would keep up its custom. 

The advocates for a larger salary claim 
they afe perfectly willing .to pass an 
anti-pass bill if the salary is doubled. 
But that is what was said when the sal- 
ary wae doubled last time. In order to pre- 
vent accidents the anti-pass advocates want 
their bill passed first this time and some of 
them are going to the length of declaring 
that other bills will have hard sledding next 
week until this one is disposed of. 

Possibly the best plan suggested is that a 
few of the governor’s pet measures be Icft 
unpassed—so that. his excellency may be en- 
abled to call a special session next fall to 
consider public utilities, bigger salaries and 
the placing of Illinois among the ranks of 
free and enlightened states which do not 
ride on passes.

Mr, Bryan vividly pictured his ideal of a 
world of friendly nations among which war 
would have no place. He believed that long 
steps now were being taken to insure uni- 
versal peace. 


Reférs to Japan’s Action. 
“ Only this morning,” he added, “‘ I receivea 


assurances from the empire of Japan of its 


desire to renew with the United States its 
general arbitration treaty. Before next 
Christmas 1 am expecting that at least twen- 
ty-five mations witli have concluced with this 
country treaties by the terms of which con- 
troversies which cannot be adjusted other- 
wise may be referred to a disinterested in- 
ternational tribunal, thue practically insur- 
ing peace and justice between us and all of 
the great nations of the world. 

* Love ig a stronger force than fear. It is 
the proud boast of this nation that our flag 
is loved rather than feared. No gun ever 
mounted is as strong as a great thought. 
Great thoughts are the controlling forces of 
the world; and love is the basis of every 
great thought.” 


Compares Savior and Pilate. 

Concluding, in an apostrophe to the flag, 
Secretary Bryan compared the ideals repre- 
gented respectively by Christ and Pilate: 

“The power of the unarmed Man of Galilee 
is represented by that fleg, and no man will 
dare to put it on the side of Pilate, who was 
the embodiment of force,’’ he said. ‘* Let 
us always make it a symbol of the nation's 
purpose—a. purpose pure enough to be rep- 
resented by such a flag. 

“ The ideals of this nation shall be greater 
than its armament, and it always shall rep- 
resent a cause so just that it will bear the 
blessing of Almighty God.”

HAS MONOMANIA FOR THEFTS;

Heidelberg Graduate Says He Cannot 
Resist Impulse to Steal and Can’t Get 
Himself to Work, 


Oscar von Hagen, @ graduate physician 
from the University of Heidelberg, Ger- 
many; ex-convict, and self-styled “ king of 
purse snatchers,” sat in a cell in the Town 
Hall police station last night and gave a 
psychological analysis of his life. 

From good parentage in Gérmany, Von 
Hagen told how irresistible impulse to steal 
had landed him in the Illinois prison and 
had ruined a career in medicine for him. 
He emiled as he told of the stealing of 175 
purses from women on the north side in the 
last two months, and added, laconically, that 
he would do the same thing over again when 
he fs released. 

*“Y understand myself perfectly,” Von 
Hagen told a reporter, “ but I can’t control 
myself in the same measure that I under- 
stand myself. 

“I won't work. There is something in 
my makeup that rebels against work. Then 
pulling with that anti-work desire is the im- 
pulse to steal. I can’t control the two. 
The stealing naturally follows the rebellion 
againet work.’’ 

An automatic revolver using the same kind 
of cartridges with which J. H. Logue, jewel- 
er, was shot, was found on Von Hagen.

Marqu< te 
must get his butter or milk from Senator 
Olson. Senator Olson wanted us to let Mar- 
quette continue underground. We told him 
we wa@uld be willing to make am agreement 
with him as to some certain time in which 
he could move conveniently without great 
loss to his business, 

“This did not suit the senator, but it Was 
finally agreed Marquette could operate the 
underground bakery eighteen months longer. 
Senator Olson wanted the concession in- 
definitely extended. He went away appar- 
ently satisfied, but immediately afterward 
bill No. 421 was introduced. Then followed 
the changing of clothes and the reappear- 
ance of the joker in bill 283.” 


Olson Defends the Bill. 

Senator Olson made a statement to THE 
TRIBUNE over the long distance t€élephone 
from Woodstock. 

“Tt did not exactly introduce the amend- 
ment to bill No. 283,'’ said Senator Olson, 
“but it was given to me by a friend from up 
in the state.

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| TELLS OF ATTACK 
ON STRIKE CAMP 


Former Guard Testifies Ar- 
mored Train Was Used 
by Operators. 


Witness Says Mine Owner Want- 
ed to Return and Renew 
Night Battle. 


Charieston, W. Va., June 14.—About a sin- 
gle battle in the coal strike on the Paint and 
Cabin Creek districts centered today’s in- 
quiry by the senate committee investigating 
the coal mine strike. Almost all day the 
committee heard statements of the attack on 
Holly Grove, a strikers’ camp, from an ar- 
mored train which was run up into thestrike 
district on Feb. 7. 

The committee was astounded at the testi- 
mony presented by Lee Calvin, a former mine 
guard, who was one of the men in the ar- 
mored train when the strikers’ camp was 
fired on. Cisco Estep, a miner, was killed, 
and Mrs. Annie Hall wounded. 

Calyin, called by the attorneys for the min- 
era, told a sensational story of the attack. 
After relating that he had been a “™ chief 
guard "’ on Cabin Creek and had left the dis- 
trict because of the shootings there, he said 
that Sheriff Bonner Hill and Quinn Morton, 
a mine operator, had met him in Charleston 
and prevailed on him to join a party going 
up Paint Creek in the armored train. 


P Rifles Were Dealt Out. 
“There were ten or twelve men in the ar- 
mored car attached to the train,” said Cal. 
vin, “and when we got just above Paint 
Creek Junction all of them began getting 
rifles which were in the car. They tried to 
sive me a rifie, but I told them I had no 
shooting to do. 
“ The brakeman Game through the train and 
turned down the Mghts. He told us not to 
raise the windows, but to shoot right through 
the windows. I was leaning out of an open 
window and as we came up to Holly Grove 
I saw a stream. of fire start out of the bag-

At this statement Senator Martine of New 
Jersey almost leaped from his chair. 

‘What sort of a man is thie Morton?” he 
shouted. “Is he an ordinary American citi- 
zen that he could order such a thing?” 

The attorneys for the coal operators were 
on their feet in a moment and for ea time the 
committee room was in confusion.

Women Tell of Strike War. 

Women and men who showed the traces 
of years of toil digging coal from the West 
Virginia mountains told the committee their 
side of the controversy. 

It was the tale of a peaceful community 
of happy, contented people, transformed 
into a theater of war, and the members of 
the senate committee sat back with startled 
glances as witness after witness told the 
story. 

Mrs. Annie Hall, who limped into the com- 
mittee room, told the committee how she 
shielded her three little children from the 
bullets by hiding them in the chimney cor- 
ner of her Tittle home at Holly Grove when 
the armored train made its appearance. She 
said she had been shot through the foot by 
a bullet. Several other men and women de- 
scribed the situation at Holly Grove when 
the armored train passed through. 

WwW. B. Buzzard told the committee that a 
man with whom he was talking on a Cabin 
creek train was shot from a closet tn the car 
after an argument with a mine guard. No 
criminal action had ever resulted from the 


shooting so far as he knew, he said.

EFFORTS TO BLOCK PLAN, 


Some of the Officials Connected 
with Project Unwilling to 
Give Up Jobs. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., vsune 14.—[Special.J— 
That the Panama canal will soon be open 
for shipping is shown by the plans made by 
Col. George W. Goethals, the chief engineer, 
to ereate without delay an operating force. 

An attempt is being made in certain quar- 
ters to biock Col. ‘Goethals’ proposal, be- 
cause of a desire onthe part of some of the 
officials to keep their jobs a while longer. 
With this seifish effort the colonel has no 
sympathy. 

The watchwords of his construction of the 
canal have been and are efficiency, honesty, 
and economy, and he will not tolerate their 
disregard at this late day. 

If there should be delay in the organization 
of the operating force and the continuance 
of the Isthmian canal commission as & con- 
structing body it will be over his protest, 
made in such a way that the country will 
know where the responsibility lies. 

It is not difficult to understané that Col. 
Goethals has a personal pride in the work 
he has accomplished. He is as modest a 
man as ever stepped in shoe leather. 


Col. Goethals Modest Man. 

Those who know him well fully appreciate 
that his feeling respecting the canal is less 
that of an individual who has built it than 
@ patroit who has done for his country a job 
which will redound to the credit of the people 
as a whole. 

It has been his desire that the canal should 

¢ 
not only stand as a credit to American genius 
and perseverance, but as a lesson to the 
world in-its freedom from extravagance, and, 
above all, of graft. 

There never has been the slightest hint of 
improper expenditures during the time he 
hae been on the iethmus, due in a large meas- 
ure to the personal supervision he has given 
all contracts and other agreements involving 
payments. 

The canal has been not only efficiently but 
economically built, and so long as he is 
connected with it this policy will continue. 

The canal will be ready for flooding on Oct. 
1. If some of the men‘connected with the or- 
ganization could have their way, the water 
would not be let in at that time. 

They would delay this action for at least 
a year on the ground that considerable dirt 

remains to be removed, 


Wants Canal Opened Soon. 

But Col. Goeihals wWanis the two oceans 
to be joined in the fall; first, because most 
of the work of construction is finished; séc- 
ond, because it is easier and far more econom- 
ical to dredge than to use steam shovels; 
third, because the expenses can be reduced 
through the abolition of high paid officers 
and a number of their subordinates; and, 
fourth, and more important, because it is 
necessary 
which will operate the canal when it Is for- 
mally opm to the shipping of the world. ~* 

The further fact is not lost sight of that 
once the water enters the waterway, thedan- 
ger of slides will be obviated, since the pres- 
gure exerted by it will/stiffen the walls of 
the canal and enable them to resist the strains 
caused by the moving earth. 

Three years ago Col. Goethals announced 
that the canal would be ready to accommo- 
date the shipping of the world on Jan. 1, 
1915. That is still the date he has in mind. 

Of course if his plans should be interfered 
with, if he should be unable to organize the 
operating force as a result 07 political influ- 
ence behind men seeking to perpetuate their 
jobs, the date will be postponed beyond that 
time. 


Chaos on Canal Seen. 

It. may be expected in this even that the 
country will see a condition of chaos on the 
isthmus which might even lead to the re- 
tirement of the man to whom tae country is 
so_heavily indebted. 


He has had disloyalty from some of his | 


highest subordinates, who have been anx- 
ious to elevate themselves at his expense. 
This disloyaity has gone to the extent of 
using senatorial and cong:essional Influence 
against him at Washington 

He has been compelled tO make a stand 
on many occasions which migh. have cost 
him his official bead; this in the interest of 
efficiency and economy. 

He tme/ecared nothing about the disloyalty 
to himself, insisting only upon the officials 
doing their work as he himself has been 
doing it. He has refused to authorize graft- 
ing contracts, which might have made his 
relations easier. 


Goethals Worshiped in Zone.

Demands Rea Come to Chicago, 

“Mr. Rew has madé thé statement in his 
book that it is good railroad practice to sep- 
arate the different varieties of traffic. Why 
‘does he not come here and apply that prin- 
ciple in his plans for a new station? 

“Why can’t he show up in person? Hesaw 
fit to appear In person at Baltimore and in 
New York. If he can go to those cities why 
can’t he condescend to appear here and give 
us some direct light upon what he proposes to 
do in this city? Why can’t we get into the 
vitals of this Pennsy)vania situation and find 
out what the facts are?” 

The alderman then made a motion that Mr. 

‘Rea be requested to appear before the com- 
mittee and Ald. Capitain seconded the mo- 
tion. 


Bowler Uses Blockading Tactics. 

Ald. Bowler started blockading tactioan, He 
said he did not think the members of the 
committee knew what is in the ordinance 
of the Pennsylvania company, 41d not know 
what they wanted from Chicago. In addl- 
tion he pleaded the lack ofa “ quorum.” 

“TI did not tnow a quorum Was not pres- 
ent or would not have made my motion,” re- 
plied Fisher. 

“It is only common decency for Mr. Rea 
to appear,” said Ald. Capkain. “ He should 
come here and make clear exactly what he 
wants.” 

“But suppose he won’t come,” suggested 
Ald. Bowler. 

“ That is not alarming,” replied Capitain. 


“It’s the Courteous Thing.” 

“Ys it necessary for the head of an estab- 
lishment to appear when asking something 
from the council?” persisted Bowler. 

* Perhaps not neceseary, but it is the cour- 
teous thing,” said Capitain. 

' * Besides he alone can explain why he has 
not applied the principle which his book gays 
was in use in all of continental Europe twen- 
ty-five years ago,” added Ali. Fisher, who 
asked that action on his motion be deferred 
until a quorum was present. 

Chairman Geiger said he would request Mr. 
Rea to.be present without formal aceon by 
the committee. 

Architect Hunt pleaded with the aunt

Quotes Threat by Officials. 

‘ “Their plan for a station does not meet 
the demands of the city,” said Mr. Hunt. 
‘They would force their plan upon us, how- 
ever. The council committee has not acced- 
ed to their request and they have become 
peeved. They have come out with the flat 
statement—as I knew they would if blocked 
in carrying out their own sweet will—that 
they will have their way or not budge. 

“They will have their plan adopted or they 


will continue the same conditions, which 


they admit are bad, insanitary, uneafe, and 
rotten. Their threat is that they will con- 
tinue this nuisance. They say you must 
take their plan or you will get nothing. 

“They go on the theory that the people 
have no friends at court. They have forgot- 
ten that the mayor and the council will look 
after the interests of the people of Chicago, 
They have overlooked the fact that the 
council and the er have the power to 
force action. 


Ccuncil Can Force Action. 

“The council can pass an ordinance, plac- 
ing no hardships on any well intended rafl- 
road..yet compelling the Pennsylvania to 
erect a new station. They can compel them 
to erect terminal facilities that are safe, 
sanitary, 2nd otherwise contribute to the 
comfort and convenience of the traveling 
public. The ordinance can be sane and rea- 
sonable and the Pennsylvania cannot do 
other than comply with it. 

*“‘ Instead of helping the city, which, in turn, 
later would help the railroad, they want a 
epecial ordinance. It is by such especial or- 


dinances that the people lost the lake front. 


It is but the same process that the Pennsyl- 
vania wants to build a monstrous obstruc- 
tion in. the center of the city. This ter- 
minal problem is the greatest question which 
the council has been called up to solve since 
the city was organized.” 


Defends Hunt Pign. 

Taking up the Pennsylv@iit#’s criticism of 
his plan, Mr. Hunt went on as follows: 

“The Pennsylvania is a @mall part of the 
transportation systems which enter Chicago. 
They assume they are nearly all. In their 
plan for a. terminal they have ignored the 
question Of ‘street transportation. They 
have ignored the interchange of water and 
rail traffic. 

* They have urged that one large passenger 
terminal for both long distance travel and 
suburban traffic Is advisable. Why would it 
not be better to have a number of stations 
for suburban travel? It has been pointed 
Out that it would save hundreds of thou- 
sands and perhaps millions of dollars to sep- 
arate the service. Why haven't they pro- 
vided for doing that? Why should the pub- 
lic be called wpon to pay more for service than 
its cost under economica) production? 

“In their criticism of my plan they have 
tried to give the impression that it provides 
for excessive ces late That is an unwar- 
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ranted statement for which they have pro- 
duced no facts to support their contention. 
They talk about confusion and danger to 
persone if the Twelfth street union plan were 
adopted. That is absurd. The people would 
have to travel much less distance to get a 
train in the Twelfth street plan than in the 
plan they submit for the west side. They 
would not be crossing tracks a in the west 
side plan. 

“Reference is made to the “iiiliaaste of 
the Twelfth street loop plan and it is said 
there is ho precedent for such a station ina 
city so large as Chicago. That may sound 
very good to them, but it means nothing. 
There is no precedent for Chicago. There was 
no precedent for the sewage canal when it 
was built. Now there is no precedent for the 
Panama canal. : 


Answers Drawbridge Objection. 

“ They object toa drawbridge at the mouth 
of a station. The pro Pennsylvania sta- 
tion will have a draw bridge close to it which 
the long suffering pullic will still have to 
cross. I cannot see any difference from the 
public standpoint whether they are held sit- 
ting in a car or standing before an open 
bridge before they get on a car. I would 
take mine sitting. 

“Complaint is also made of the distance 
persons would have to walk in going from one 
road to another. A man from the east would 
have to walk acrose the station to get a traiz 
west. Under the Pennsylvania plan this 
Same man will have to go across the city.” 

He continued to take up every criticism in 
the same way, saying that some of them 
were meaningless, others based on misrep- 
resentation, and still others a “ general jum- 
ble of words.” 


Another Plan Presented, 

Another pian for terminals was presented 
by Guengel & Drummond, architects. This 
is probably the most ambitious scheme yet 
given the aldermen. It provides for five sta- 
tions btween Lake and Sixteenth streets on 
the strip of land a block wide between Canal 
and Clinton streets, 

The tracks would be elevated. The first 
level above the street would be devoted to 
suburban .traffic, the next level to long dis- 
tance travel, and the third for the transfer 
On each level 
there would be eight tracks. 

The river would be straightened from Lake 
street to Sixteenth street and $4,000,000 
worth of property recovered. Guenzel & 
Drummono also have planned to cut a new 
channel from the lake westward to the 
south branch at Sixteenth street, all of the 
rafiroad property north to be devoted to 
other uses. All movable bridges to the west 
side would be replaced with fixed bridges, 
and movable bridges would be placed over 
the proposed new anere vape at Sixteenth 
street.

OVERMAN ALSO PERKS UP 


Witness Admits Spending $20,-

Washington, D. C., June 14-——Henry T. Ox- 
nard, vice president of the American Beet 
Sugar. company, testified today before the 
senate lobby committee that he estimated he 
had spent an average of $20,000 a year in 
Washington for the last twenty-three years 
in behalf of the beet sugar indusNy. 

He declared not a cent bad been spend ille- 
gally, but he-came to the capital each year to 
watch legislation and see his friends among 
the senators. 

“What senatorm are your friends?” Sena- 
tor Reed asked. 

** Most all of them,’’ Mr. Oxnard replied. 

“You need not include me in that List,” 
Senator Reed retorted. 

“ Well, I call Senator Overman one of my 
friends, and Senator Cummins there, and—I 
do not know so much about Senator Nelzon,” 
the witness said. 

Senator Overman promptly asked Mr. Ox- 
nard if he had ever called upon him at his 
office or house or if he had ever attended any 
of Mr. Oxnard's entertainments. 

Mr. Oxnard replied in the negative.

Total Annual Loss from New Tariff

Washington, D. C. June 14—The transfer 
to the free list of the tariff bill of iron and 
steel raw materials with an estimated dutia- 
ble value of more than $600,000 a@ year was 
approved today by the majority members of 


the senate finance committee. This in- 


creased the senate’s additions to the Under- 
wood free list to an aggregate annual loss 
of $2,000,000 in revenue, making the total 


estimated annual revenue loss from the free | 


list about $27,000,000, 

After an entire day spent on the subcom- 
mittee’s report of the metal schedule Chair- 
man Simmons announced it had been widely 
cut, nearly every item of the schedule being 
reduced. To the free list were added pig iron, 
ferro manganese, steel bicoms, slabs, and 
billets. On all finished steel products an av- 
erage reduction of 10 per cent was made 
from the Underwood rates.

LONG A CHARMING FEATURE.

PARIS, June 14.—The hurry and bustle 
of modern life are about to cause the dis- 
appéarance of what for many years hes 
been one of the most charming features of 
Paris life. The prefect of the Seine has 
sent forth an edict that after July 1 the 
“terrasses,”” or open air parts of cafés: 
which hitherto have been allowed to spread 
almost to the edge of the sidewalk, must 
not cover more than a third of the width 
of the pavement. Where the walk is lete 
than five feet wide no chairs are to be al- 
lowed outside. 

The authorities explain that complaints 
have been pouring in daily from pedestrians 
unable to make their way along many of 
the leading thoroughfares of Paris with- 
out heving to turn out in the road, at the 
grave peril of their lives from careless

EXCESSIVE TIPS IN PARIS 


Americans Blamed for Spoiling 
Waiters at the Restaurants. 


HEAVY BURDEN ON TOURISTS 


Firmness Needed to Check Demand 
for Large Pourboires. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS,] 

PARIS, June 14.—Complaints are con- 
stantly made by American visitors in Paris 
this season that the extortion they meet 
at every turn is worse than ever. This 
is due principally to the ill advised prodi- 
gality of Americane, especially South Amer- 
icans, who are greatly afraid of being 
thought mean by not doing the handsome 
thing, and who consequently, in some casea, 
never give less than a franc for anything. 

Waiters, chauffeurs, shoeshiners, theater 
attendants, and the rest of the great army 
who live by ‘“ pourboires” now have be- 
come so exacting that many Americans are 
complaining that tips total 25 or 30 per cent 
of their whole expenditures. 

Only a little firmness on the part of vis- 
{tors ia necessary to force the inflated state 
of the tipping syetem back to reasonable 
proportions. For an American staying at 
a hotel here 10 per cent on the total bill, 
distributed among the staff for a short stay, 
or for a longer one, 5 per cent or even less, 
according to the amount of the bill, wil? 
be ample. For the taxicab chauffeur 10 per 
cent of the fare, with a 5 per cent minimum, 
will satisfy all requirementa. 

At the restaurants no waiter has the right 
to expect more than 10 per cent of the bill.

Doctors Must Obtain Permis- 
sion of Academy of Medi- 
‘p, cine for Treatments. — 


ALSO HELD RESPONSIBLE. 


Law Forbids Charging Fees; 
Statute on Par with New 
York Edict. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D.] 

PARIS, June 14.—Almost simultaneously 
with the action of the New York board of 
health the French government has drawn up 
a law regulating the preparation, sale, and 
distribution of therapeutic serums. 

On learning that Prof. Bouchon was taking 
a leading part in the new legislation the cor- 
respondent asked him to explain fits scope. 
The professor said: 

“The sentence pronounced by the Court of 
Caseatién in July, 1611, caused consterna- 
tion In the medical corps, as it fettered all 
researches and experiments in new serums by 
ruling that every doctor must demand per- 
mission of a commission of the Academy of 
Medicine before doing se. 

“The judgment was given in the case of a 
doctor at Rouen who wascharged with theil- 
licit sale of theserum. The Academy of Med- 
icine and the Superior Council of Hygiene 
made representations to the government. 
Minister Klotz then modified the enforce- 
ment of the Draconian law of 1805 and is now 


regulating such matters, 


Doctors Responsible for Results. 

“ Dvery doctor will hereafter be permitted 
to employ serums on human beings with a 
view of testing their harmiessness or their 
efficacy on condition that he will remain 
responsible for the results of the-treatment 
and will accept no fees for such treatment. 
The law adds the doctors must obtain gov- 
ernment permission when they desire their 
products to enter into current use.” 

When asked how this permission could be 
obtained Prof. Bouchon said a commission 
would be appointed to establish first that 
the serum is inoffensive, and. secondly, that 
it will be able to cure certain diseases. These 
must be proved by evidence taken at the 
experimental stage, but it is not necessary 
to give the actual composition of the serum. 

Prof. Bouchon was unwilling to criticise 
the New York regulations, but he considered 
the French rules to be more liberal, 


New York Law Meets Approval. 

The correspondent asked Prof. Metchni- 
koff his opinion of the measures takon by 
the New York board of health. He expressed 
his approval, but added that he was not in- 
terested in the question of the employment 
of serums on a commercial baais, being com- 
pletely absorbed in the research side. 

Prof. Metchnikoff was on his way to attend 
the annual meeting of the Pasteur institute, 
of which he remarked that its material and 
financial position was satisfactory. In re- 
gard to its scientific progress he said: ‘‘ We 
keep on working patiently and never become 
discouraged. Although we do not discover 
everything which we seek, yet we have al- 
ready accomplished something and I have 
great hope in the future.”’ 


U. S. Bars Phthisis Bacilli, 
(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

BERLIN, June 14—The American health 
authorities have prohibited the further im- 
portation of live alleged nonvirulent tubereu- 
losis bacilli from Germany, according to Dr. 
Piorkowski, who was formerly bacteriolo- 
gist for Dr. Friedmann, and who claims the 
honor of the latter's discovery. 

Dr. Piorkowski makes the same culture 
as Dr. Friedmann, and has been shipping it 
$0 physicians in Pittsburgh, Upper Sandusky, 
and other American cities. He gays he has 
discontinued the shipments because the 
American government has prohibited the im- 
portation pending further investigations of 
Dr. Friedmann’s culture. 

Dr. Friedmann’s alleged cure was discussed 
for the first time by the Medical associa- 
tion of Berlin last Wednesday. Dr. Westen- 
hoefer made a report 0p a post-aortem ex- 
amination of one of Dr. Friedmann’s Ameri- 
can patients, a man named J. B. McClusky, 
living in Oklahoma. 


Doubts Harm leseness of Serum. 
Dr. Weastenhoefer said there were large 
cavities in the lungs and also small tubercu- 
lar knots throughout the body. He declared 


‘that while one case was not sufficient proof, 


Dr. Friedmann's statement as to the harm- 
lessnesa of his culture should be accepted 
with much reservation.

A special train brought the body of the

where a procession of 6,000 women was wait- 
ing to escort it acrose# the city through the 
principal streets to St. George’s, Bloomsbury, 
where a most impresaive service was held, 

At the arrival and departure of the body 
all in the crowd uncovered as the coffin 
paseed, 


Women Dressed in Mourning, 


Crowds gathered early in the morning in ; 


the vicinity of the militant suffragets head- 
quarters, where the blinds were down and a 
huge banner hung at half mast. The women 
who arrived from the provinces to partict- 
pate in the parade were dressed in white with 
purple sashes. They wore black bands 
around their arme and carried bouquets and 
wreaths of white flowers. Twenty brass 
bands furnished the music for the procession, 

There was a great display of banners beam 
ing such legends as “ Fight on! God will 
give the victory” or “ Unconquerable and 
not afraid.” 

The train bearing the coffin left Epsom ste- 
tion soon after 11 o'clock. The coffin was 
covered with a purple pall and wee accom- 
panied to London by Miss Davison's brother 
and a suffraget guard of honor. 


Militants Defy London Police, 

The program arranged last night was for 
the funeral procession to pages through the 
main streets of London between Victoria 
Station and Bloomsbury, 

This morning the officials of Scotland Yara 
suggested that the women should parade 
through the quieter side streets. The suffra- 
get leaders became highly indignant and ag 
nounced that they would pay no attention 
the police. : 

The funeral procession started from Vie- 
toria station at 2 o’elock. The coffin, covered 
with flowers, was in an open hearse drawn by 
four black horses. The bands pleyed dirges 
while the members of the various women's 
societies fell into line behind the heargwe, each 
group headed by ite banter. 

The parade was divided into eleven see- 
tions. The suffragets marched in fours, all 
carrying flowers. 

The coffin was in the middle of the proces. 
sion and the clergy of St. George's church, 
Bloomsbury, marched at the head. The reo- 
tor of the church, Dr. Baumgarten, had ia 
sued a statement that he was not a sympa@- 
thizer with the women’s militant tactics, 


Parade Nearly Mile Long. 

The procession, which was three-quarters 
of a mile long, took an hour to pass PiccadiMy 
circus. ‘ 

The passage was so slow that tt was 4 
o’chock when the body reached St. George’s 
church and the crowds in the vicinity were 
so great that all traffic was stopped half an 
hour before the arrival ofthehearse — 

It was noticed when the toffin wag being 
carried from the hearse into the church 
that the purple pall had broad arrows worked 
ih white on either’side. The broad arrow is 
the government mark stamped on the dresses 
of prisoners. 

4t King’s Croes station the crowds were 
so large that the police barriers were broken 
by the tremendous crush and the people in- 
vaded the departure platform.

BERLIN, June 14.—Berlin is in gala attire 
tonight and is ail ready to honor thekaiser’s 
\gilver jubilee, which begins tomorrow. Work- 
men were busy until late tonight hurrying 
the completion of the decorations. 

Pictures and busts'of the kaiser are in 
every shop wingow and the Prussian and 
imperial flags are flying everywhere. The 
more elaborate preparations are confined to 
Unter-den-Linden and a couple of other 

streets and squares. 

Unter-den-Linden from the palace to the 
Brandenburger gate is a mass of color. 
The broad avenue with its famous lime 
trees is flanked om, either side by thirty 
foot red and gold square towers, which in- 
ease.the lamp posts, the arc lights of which 
form a glowing jewel. 

Court of Honor Built. 

The tower belfry is surmounted with a 
huge gilt crown. At the Pariserplatz white 
Doric columns fifty fee. hi_h form a large 
court of honor to which the Bandenburger 
gate is both the entrance and the background, 
The gate is beautifully draped and bedecked 
with garlands and laurel wreaths. | 
~ At the Leipziger square a triumphal arch 
pupported by two huge towers stands. Roses 
form the decorative scheme for the street 
itself. Friedrichstrasse is also artistically 
bedecked. 

The “decorative scheme everywhere is in 
the hands of noted artiste, who with the 
comparatively small means at their dis- 
posal have given that center of the city an 
imposing festive appearance. The serious 
financial condition and the prospects of tax 
burdens from the\military bill tended to 
curb more extravagant decorations and may 
also have checked the enthusiasm. 

Anniversary of Father’s Death. 
As tomorrow will be the anniversary of the 
. death of the kaiser’s father, and as it falls 
on Sunday, the ‘day will be observed mainly 
by services in the principal churches. 

If the weather permits there will be a 
monster open air service at Tempelhoefer- 
feld, in which thousands of veteran soldiers 
will participate. The bells of all the churches 
in Berlin and Potsdam will be rung at noon. 

The real festivities will begin at 7 o’clock 
on Monday morning with a great fanfare of 
trumpets for the entire length of Unter-den- 
Linden and the firing of a salute of 101 guns 
from the battery at Lustgarten in front of 
the palace. 

At noon the kaiser and his six sons will 
greet the entire officers’ corps of Berlin and 
Potsdam at the arsenal museum. In the fore- 
noon Field Marsha! Count von Maesler and 
a deputation of officers will present the kaiser 
with a magnificent field marshal’s baton, in- 
ecribed “To the German Kaiser, from the 
German army, 1888-1913.” 


Congratulation Court a Feature. 

A congratulation court will be held. at 11 
o'clock in the palace. All the ministries. the 
members of the federal council. deputations 
from the reichstag and the diet, and repre- 
sentatives of the army. the navy, many 
German cities and scientific- institutes, will 
present addresses of congratulation. 

It is estimated that the endowment of 
charitable and scientific institutions will 
amount to $15 000.000.

Fear of Damage to Northwest 
Crop Chief Factor; Corn and 


Oats Reports Bad. 


Grain markets were all excited and much 
higher yesterday, the coarse graing leading 
in the upturn. Fears of a hot wave furnished 
the chief buying incentive, bad crop reports 
on corn and oats and the predictions of hot 
and dry weather northwest scaring shorts 
inte covering at advancing prices. Closing 
prices were %@1%c higher for wheat, 14@ 
1%ec for corn, and 1%@1%c to 1%c for oats. 

In wheat opening prices were a little luwer, 
due to the reports of showers in the spring 
wheat country. Commission houses, how- 
ever, started buying right at the start and 
goon cleaned the pit of the surplus wheat. 
Later shorts covered, and. coarse graing ad- 
vancing sharply, there was a big rally from 
the low point of the day. 


Light Showers Ignored. 

Indications were that showers were quite 
general in the Dakotas and Minnesota, but 
in most instances they (were light. whereas 
recent reports have reflected an urgent need 
for @ general soaking. In Canada also-there 
has been at least a moderate relief to the 
drought conditions. good showers being gen- 
eral through most of Saskatchewan. In 
Alberta the crops have not been suffering. 

The temper of the local contingent was 
bullish, however, and the forecast for a 
period of generally fair and hot weather was 
the signal for general buying. Moreover, 
reports from a crop expert on South Dakota 
conditions reflected more damage than was 
supposed. While the general tone of reports 
was not discouraging, the bulls appear to be 
banking heavily on damage in the future.

OPPOSE EXEMPTIONOF LABOR 
IN ANTI-TRUST PROSECUTIONS. 


Members of Federal Chamber of Com- 
merce Disapprove Bill Which Awaits 
Signature of Wilson,

Washington, D. C., June 14.— By a heavy 


majority the constituent members of the 
chamber of. commerce of the United States 
in a referendum vote announced tonight op- 
posed the exemption of labor and agricul- 
tural organizations from prosecution under 
the anti-trust law, as provided in the sundry 
civil bill, and favored practically unani- 
mously the establishment of a permanent 
tariff commission. 

The bill is about to go to President Wilson 
for his signature, and the result of the bust- 
hess men's vote on the subject will reach 
him about the same time as the bill does. 

The business men contend that an offense 
against the provisions of the anti-trust law 
are no less an offense when committed by 
combinations of labor or of agriculture than 
when committed by tusiness combinations, 


and that a prohibition of the use of funds , 


appropriated for prosecuting offenders of 
the law amounts toa form of absolution from 
penalty for violating laws that are unre- 
pealed and unamended on the statute books.

VIDENCE of the continued activity 

of the outside real estate merket is 

furnished by the figures of the re- 

corder’s office for May, which show 

an increase of 1,400 in the number of 
Geeds as compared with May, 1912. 

For the first five months of the year there 
were 21,697 deeds recorded with a total con- 
sideration of $56,016,343, as againet 16,865, 
with a total consideration of $79,901,656 for 
the corresponding period a year ago. This 
is an’ increase of 4,832 in number, a surprising 
showing considering that the outside market 
for the corresponding time last year was be- 
lieved to be unusually good. The decrease 
in consideration is significant merely as show- 
ing the rapidiy growing tendency to use nom- 
inal considerations. 


Outside Building Active. 


Another particularly significant and en- 
couraging feature in this connection is the 
large amount of outside building as shown by 
the figures of the city building department. 

Despite the fact there have been but few 
permits taken out in the downtown district 
for the period in question and that they rep- 
resent but a small cost, the figures for the 
five months of the present year establish a 
new record, both as to number and cost for 
that time. The permits numbered 4,508, cov- 
ering a frontage of 182,989 feet and a total 
cost of $40,516.000,. as compared with 4.197 
in mumber, 112,067 feet frontage, and $30- 
239,000 in cost for the same period a year 
ago, which was a new record at that time. 

This increase of over 300 in number and 
$10,000,000 in cost is particularly interesting 
as showing the real substantial character of 
the outside market—that not only are many 
people buying property, but are improving 
it as well—the best possible basis for a sus- 
tained and healthy market. 


The One Market Feature. 

In fact, the outside market has become the 
one conspicuous feature of the real estate 
market, and unless something unforeseen 
happens, promises to make a great showing 
during the remainder of the year. 

The Hoonomist, In speaking of the activity 
in outside property, has this to say: 

“ Attention has frequently been called both 
directiy and indirectly to the activity in 
outlying property, and from the statements 
of experts this claes of propérty hae not yet 
attained the high water mark so far ag price 
is concerned. Prominent operators whose 
opinion ig good contend that the movement {fs 
just beginning, and that the great money of 
the future will be made by owners in the new 
outlying sections which are rapidly develop- 
ing in every direction from the heart of the 
city.” 


Week’s Showing Good. 

Last week's mrrket made a good showing 
with an increase of nearly 800 in the number 
of transfers, with a wide range of trading, 
and a particularly large movement in small 
properties. 

One of the most tnteresting transactions 
of the week was the purchase by the Erte 
railroad from Montgomery Ward & Co. of 
the tract fronting on Kingsbury street south 
of Erie street which Ward & Co. purchased 
several years ago with the purpose of locat- 
ing their new plant thereon. Prospective 
delay, however, caused the firm to change its 
plans and locate just north of Chicago ave- 
nue. 

The Erie company is known to have been 
negotiating for the property, and while it 
did not appear in the transfer, which was 
filed for record yesterday, it was admitted 
it was the real purchaser. 

The tract contains about 76,608 square feet, 
and a stated consideration of $193.295 appears 
in the transfer, which makes the gale at the 
rate of about $2.60 a square foot.

Why, because for cen- 
turies we had eaten of the fruit of the tree 
of knowledge of good and evil, modest and 
immodest, clotned até unclothed, till* we 
came to regard our impossible standards of 
art and life, the reali and the natural as the 
unréal. :

Ballet dancing, opera, and musical comedy 
and athletics—a tremendous unfolding of 
thought ts going on.

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Roof Garden Shows in the 
Great, Great Metropolis.

EW YORK.—([Spezial Correspondence.]—-Now that Myr. 
Oscar Hammerstein has moved three cows to the roof of 
the Victoria theater—or, to be more exact, to the roof of 
the Republic theater, which adjoins the Victoria on the 

west, or Forty-second street, side——the roof garden season in New 
York may\ be said to have been officially opened. 

The mention of Mr. Hammerstein's live stock, however, must 
not be confounded with his cperative activities. It is not a ref- 
erence in current vernacular to certain of those grand opera 
singers of temperament hose obvious and rather troublesome 
embonpoint has made them the butt of observing but ungallant 
paragraphists. No, indeed. But rather to three members of the 
bovine family especially engaged by the impresario to give a rural 
atmosphere to his roof and incidentally to convince the urbag 
New Yorker that the milch cow, though rare, is not extinct. 

As proof that a certain percentage of the fluid served to city 
folks in bottles each morning does really come from the cow, 
Mr. Hammerstein’s importations are put through a demonstratiog 
during the intermission in the vaudeville performance each evens 
ing. To the udder of one patient Jersey—at least we think it is 
a Jersey—an electric milker is attached, and immediacely there- 
after rich milk is seen to flow into a glass jar. at the other end of 
the apparatus. 

This exhibition is viewed by as many hundreds as can crowd 
into the limited space in front of the platfor: and is the inspira- 
tion of many racy comments. ‘These range from the frequent 
observation of the east siders, such as, “ Say, them cows is real, 
Sade,” followed by the certain reply, “Sure, can’t you see the 
milk?” to the equally important conclusion of the west siderg 
that “ cows certaihly are curious, aren't they?’ ; 

After a quart or so of milk covers the glass jar the gentlemanly, 
attendant in white duck removes the machinery and, with no 
intention to deceive, carries it before the popping eyes of the 
audience to the other end of the platform, where he pours it 
directly into a cream separator. Here the part that is, we pre- 
sume, sold to the aristocrats is separated from that which is ped- 
dled a day or so Jater to the proletariat, and those who wish may, 
erowd to the front und purehase a glass. As it tastes entirely 
different from any milk they have ever drunk, the exclamations 
of surprise at the courter are many. “Gee, Kate, it’s warm. 
Whaddyeknow about that?’ “ Yeh better not drink tc, much of 
it; it’ll make yeh sick. S’awfully rich.”

Miss Margaret Anglin 


Changes Her Plans. 


Contrary to the announcement made a few 
days ago, Miss Margaret Angtin will not pre- 
sent the “ Medea ” of Euripides at the Greek 
theater of the U niversity of California. but 
will substitute the ‘‘ Electra’ of Sophocles 
instead. Miss Anglin arrived at this deci- 
sion after much deliberation and consultation 
with eminent Greek scholars and authorities, 
and Prof. Armes of the university hes writ- 
ten Miss Anglin to the effect that the faculty 
has approved her choice of the “ Electra.” 
The version which Miss Anglin will employ 
was made by Plumptre, who was also the 
transiator of the “ Antigone,” which she 
presented at the university two years ago.

It was produced 
with an English cast, and the American pro- 
ducer completely effaced his identity with 
that of a London manager. With all this the 
play was greeted with the usual verdict “on 
American things. Its success was mediocre. 


And this is the situation which the beautiful 
American girl seems to have turned upside 
down. London is crazy over the girl from 
the states. The exodus has started. Two 
weeks ago thirty girls sailed from New Yor 
to join a new revue which will shortly open. 
Already the tabloid “‘ Come Over Here ” has 
made so much money for the London Opera 
house,that its manager bought the theater 
dn order to keep the show right'where it-was.

His 
purchase is noted by the monument firms, 
who at once send agents to convince him 
that proper respect for the dead demands a 
family monument on the lot, besides a head- 
stone for each grave, Usually the lot owner 
is easily persuaded to spend as much as he 
can afford, or often much more than he can 
afford, on such a monument, and his only 
question is as to which monumental firm 
he shall employ. 

Frequently the lot owner ig.a person quite 
ignorant of architectural or sculptural de- 
sign, who is easily persuaded to expend his 
money on an elaborate piece of stone cutting 
with costly surfages of carved or polished 
granite and intricate contortions of taste- 
less ornament. When the monstrosity is 
finished and erected the owner is perhaps 
vaguely dissatisfied or elise ignorantly 
pleased. In either case he is usually per- 
suaded by the contracting firm or admiring 


‘friends that he has worthily remembered his 


dead.

The people should take more thought in this 
important matter. They should realize that 
for $2,000 or more an amount often wasted 
on contorted masses of stone they could se- 
cure from a sculptor a monument full of 
meaning and beauty. An architectural mon- 
ument of sone good simple design may be 
secured for still less; a fine granite cross cost 
recently less than $600. The one thing which 
our bereaved lot owner should learn Its his 
need of expert advice; he should not give his 
order to a stone cutter, but to ap architect 
or a sculptor. ; 

The most beautiful of modern tombs, in the 


writer's opinion, is the Wainwright memorial . 


in St. Louis, designed by Louis H. Sullivan of 
Chicago. This is an original and coneum- 
mate masterpiece, to be clasged with those 
masterpieces of the past which we admire 
today in Egypt, China, Greece, and in the 
Gothic, Byzantine, and renaissance churohes 
of Burope Im Graceland also are two beau- 
tiful monuments by this architect, the Mar- 
tin Ryerson and Getty tombe. 

The most beautiful monument of claasic 
inspiration in this region is the Potter Palm- 
er mausoleum in Graceland, designed by 
Stanford White, a small Ionto temple with 
open collonnades, its floor supporting two 
large sarcophagi. 


The noblest sculptural cemetery monument | 


in thie country is St. Gaudens fateful bronze 
figure at the grave of Mrs. Adame in Rock 
Creek cemetery in Washington. Thia Like 
the tomb by Mr. Sullivan in St. Louis, is a 
consummate masterpiece, a work of the first 
importance, interpreting grandly the modern 
feeling about inscrutable death. 

Of more recent cemetery sculpture the 
Marehall Field monument in Graceland is 
the most conspicuous local example. The 
figure, which is by Danijel) Chester French, 
je dignified and graceful, and the whole 
monument, with the beautiful pool in front 
of it, is pleasing, though it lacks a certain 
high simplicity and poetry. Lorado Taft's 
figure of “ Silence,” in the same cemetery, 
has a quiet and austere nobility, but it stands 
in such a clutter of worthless stones that its 
quality is seriously impaired. 

A tew other Chicago sculptors have worked 
in this field. Nellie V. Walker, who is now 
finishing her colossal figure of Keokuk for 
the Iowa city which bears his name, has done 
two successful granite monuments, one for 
Colorado and the other for Michigan. And 
‘Joseph Mario Korbel is at work upon an im- 
portant cemetery monument in honor of the 
late Senator Hughes of Colorado. This, like 
the Palmer mausoleum, is to be a small 
Greek temple, within whose Doric colonnade 
the sculptor will place a symbolic statue.

i# authoritative and is here printed fer the 
enlightenment of those who have missed the 


original. It folloye: 

“The chief objection “to the cutout seems 
te be the fact that many dGrivers make 
nuisances of themselves by indiscriminate 
use of it, and quite stringent ordinances are 
being enforced in several localities on that 
account. One maker gives as hie reason for 
not fitting the cutout as stock equipment thas 
if there is no cutout it will nat be used, Og 
account of the few who abuse the privilege 
this maker omits, at the risk of being thought 
parsimonious, what he edniits is a good fea- 
ture. 

“ Exhausting the burned gases 
engine directly into the open air of 
forcing them to pass through muffier 
and be expanded more siowly and with less 
noise ordinarily and very properly ie consid- 
ered a legitimate method of realizing addi- 
tional power from the engine—rather, of real- 
izing more nearly the full power of the en- 
gine. It is pretty well proven that most muf- 
fiers, even when clean, do oppose to eome ex~ 
tent the free passage of the exhaust and thus 
cause back pressure on the pistons, which 
heasens just that much the net result of the 
explosion in power produced. 

“After protracted use there is no doubt 
that the accumulation of carbon, dirt, and 
ol] in the carburetor is the cause of a very 
appreciable loss in power. It ie the common 
supposition that the back pressure on. the 
pistons of the engine is the sole reagon for 
lose of power from a muffied or restricted 
exhaust. There are other detrimental ef- 
fects of this condition, Not only does this 
back pressure cut down the effective pres- 
gure of the explosion of the gas in the cylin- 
der but it prevents a full charge of fresh gags 
getting into the cylinder, and, what is worse, 
&lso causes some of the burned gages to re- 
main in the cylinder to mix with the fresh 
gas, which of course lessens the power. 


cane 

“ Muffiers are a good deal like the rest of 
the cars and their drivers ag well; some are 
better than others. In many of the mufflers 
when new the design of the muffler itself and 
that of the exhaust passages is such that the 
effect of the back pressure is negligible. In 
some instances a block test of the motor 
will show no difference in. power at ordinary 
@peeds—that is, when the motor and muf- 
fiers are new; what the effect would be after 
the muffler has been in use for some time is 
a matter of conjecture. 

“From time to time there appear in the 
motoring press reports of tests which are 
taken to show the worthleseness of the muf- 
filer cutout. The tests in many cases show 
little gain in power when the cutout is 


opened. Consequently this is taken to mean. 


that the use of the cutout accomplishes noth- 
ing. The fallacy is that invariably these 
tests that are reported are taken with new 
motors in which the muffler and exhaust 
passages are clean. 

“Some of these tests from their results 
even show that at certain speeds more power 
is obtained from the motor when exhausting 
through the muffler than when exhausting 
directly into the openair. The only explana- 
tion offered for this seeming absurdity is that 
the particular design of muffler under test 
has an ejector effect, so that the speed of the 
gaces is increased in their paseage through 
the muffier, in a manner similar to the action 
of an ejector used in locomotives. 

‘Results of this sort occur infrequently 
and sometimes are incapable of d@uplica- 
tion- in succeeding tests. Consequently 
many believe that this supposed showing of 
greater power with the muffier ig due more 
to inaccuracies in the teets than to any real 
effect of this sort. Admitting that such ef- 
fects are present when the muffler ie clean, 
it ie a certainty that with the muffier in the 
carbonized condition which obtains after a 
few weeks of ordinary service the showing 
would be in favor of the cutout. 


niin 

“Agide from its value in relieving, the 
motor of the back pressure of the muffler the 
cutout -has another functionm—that of noise 
making. Strange as it may seem, this func- 
tion is a legitimate one, in spite of the fact 
that it is often misused by the thoughtless 
who enjoy the noise for the noise’s sake. Be- 

cause of the clearer sound of the unmuffied 
exhaust from the cylinder, missing cylinders 
can be detected more easily and the gasoline 
feed kept in proper regulation more accu- 
rately. 

“ Too late spark causes an unnaturally loud 
exhaust because the energy of the explosion 
is being liberated too late in the stroke and 
instead of the charge expanded against the 
piston head, as it should, is being exhausted 
from the cylinder while still containing a 
great amount of energy, which is expended 
in noise in the air. When the exhaust occurs 
in the muffier this effect is <ubdued, out with 
the cutout open the extra lout «xhaust is 
an instant warning of imprope? ignition 
timing. 

‘Tt ie often advanced a8 an argument for 
the cutout that its use results in keeping the 
motor cleaner than would be the cage if the 
muffler were used. Such an argument is log- 
ical, for it is reasonable to suppose that when 
the exhaust is permitted an unrestricted 
flow to the air there would be less deposit of 
carbon and other impurities that may be in 
the exhaust gas than if the flow from the 
cylinders were slower and less complete. 
For the same reason there is less heating of 
the motor with the unmuffied exhaust. 

“As a signal the use of the cutout often Is 
preferable to electric or bulb horn a8 a warn- 
ing because the sound of the exhaust gives a 
notification of the approach of the car with- 
out the note of personal command to get out 
out of the way that the ordinary signal con- 
veys. The driver of a horse vehicle, for in- 
Stance, who is made aware of the car's ap- 
proach without the sudden and rancorous 
order to clear the way, is not so likely totre- 
gard the motorist as a pest. 

“ For country touring, particularly over un- 
frequented roads, the muffler cutout has its 
greatest usefulness, allowing the motor to do 
its work with the least effort and least over- 
heating. To the ears of the ardent motorist 
the purr of the unmuffied exhaust over level 
roads, or the staccato bark on climbing a hill 
is the most pleasing music. The audible re- 
sponse of the motor to every command of the 
Griver varying with every change in speed 
end grace in road develops a companionship 
between man and motor as cloge as that be- 
tween the horseman and his steed. 

Abuses of the cutout by careless drivers 
have caused quite stringent ordinances to be 
passed in many municipalities, but the fact 
that it ie abused is no evidence that the cut- 
out is not a valuable partofthecar. Makers 
themselves are divided as to the advisabil- 
ity of fitting this feature of the equipment 


installation. 

* The mere fact that a car is equipped with 
@ cutoufis no reason for the unmuffied ex- 
haust being used indiscriminately, There is 
mo necessity for the cutout in cities or other 
places where it would be a nuisance and the 
unnecessary use of the cutout in such places 
marks the driver as an incompetent.

Co., is strongly opposed to the use of the 
muffier.cutout on motor cars. “ Despite 
all the controversy to the contrary, a cutout 
on the average up to date automobile is un- 
necessary,” said Mr. Dunham recently. 

“ The use of a well designed and properly 
proportioned muffler on the modern auto 
mobile motor should not result in an appre- 
ciable loss of power. - By ‘ appreciable ' loss 
of power is meant a sufficient loss as-to be 
practically noticeable. .A motor may be 
tested by Means of certain scientific ap- 
paratus and the slightest variation in ad- 
jJustment or equipment will cause a variation 


. in its performance, but when mounted ina 


car, there is a certain range of variation 
which may oocur without being discernible. 

“ Theoretically the muffler will reduce the 
power of a motor somewhat, but if properly 


‘proportioned, the amount that is lost is so 


small that it cannot he detected, by the mere 
driving of the car. If there ig no appreciable 
loss of power when the muffler is new, there 
should be no variation in-thie.condition later 
on. 

“In the past, to many makers the muffler 
was a sort of mysterious proposition, but this 
condition is less noticeable today, with the 
result that the waste of gases may be carried 
away from -the motor without noise, or any 
discernible loss of power. 

“I read an article recently where, aside 
from the claim of loss of power being made, 
arguments in favor of the cutout for signal- 
ing purposes, and to ascertain if the motor 
is operating properly were advanced. Em- 


ployed as a signal the cutout is particularly ' 


obnoxious and in most large cities its use is 
prohibited by law. As for a cutout being 
necessary to detect the condition of the 
motor, undoubtedly the ‘feel’ of the motor 
is a much better indication as one drives 
along the road. If the car is standing still 
and one is working under the bonnet, the 
exhaust can be heard from this position suf- 
ficiently well for all practical purposes, even 
on cars most sufficiently muffled.

IN POLO SUCCESS | 


Expert Gives Daring American 
Credit for Victory Over 
Englishmen. 


RUSHES UPSET VISITORS. 


BY THE MALTESE CAT. 

New York, June 14.—[Special. ]—-Devereux 
Milburn defeated the English polo team to- 
day and won the championship for America 
for the third time. 

In team play the invaders far exceeded the 
Americans. Individually the four English- 
men outplayed the American forwards, but 
Milburn at back was irresistible, stopping 
every attack and by long backhanded strokes 
or fierce forward rushes driving the ball back 
into the opponents’ territory. The finesse 
with which the Englishmen outmaneuvered 
the American forward was useless against 
the sturdy back, and rough riding had no 
effect on him. 

The American team entered the game great- 
ly weakened by the absence of J. M. Water- 
bury. Not only was his substitute, Louis 
Stoddard, much his inferior, but Lawrence 
Waterbury lost much of his famous dash in 
the absence of his brilliant brother. For this 
reason, or owing to the brilliancy of F. M. 
Freake, the ball was constantly in the Amer- 
ican territory, nor could the American for- 
wards make any headwgy. 


Like Old Time Football. 

It was only when Milburn had shaken off 
the two players opposed to h'm and made his 
bull-like rushes, reminding the old time ob- 
servers of the famous Yale full backs in:the 
days before the vitality had beem taken out 
of football, that the Americans could get 
within seoring distance of thé Britigh goal. 
Milburn apparently had as little trouble in 
outriding and outroughing the English backs 
as these same backs had in outplaying the 
American forwards. 

It was a hard match for the English to 
lose. 
hind the team which was selected to reassert 
England’s preéminence in « game which she 
considered particularly her own. The army 
officers ‘were taken from regiments on duty 
and kept at practice nearly two years 
in preparation for the event, and one of them 
was promoted from lieutenant to captainin 
order that he might play on the team. The 


‘king set the seal-of the royal approval on the 


venture. 


American Daring Factor. 

The Duke of Westminster, the richest of 
England's peers, as a patriotic duty has 
collected the forty. fleetest polo ponies ob- 
tainable with a cost of over $200,000. Indeed 
the superiority of the English ponies was 
noticeable throughout the tournament—but 
was offset, to the surprise of the experts, 
by the superior daring and horsemanship of 
the American civilians. 

After this defeat it seems hopeless for 
England to attempt to regain the polo cham- 
pionship—gt least as long as Devereux Mil- 
burn is in the game, as he Is the youngest 
man playing high class polo 2 America. , This 
time mauet be far off. 

English Little Interested. 

IONDON, June i4. —Comparatively little 
excitement was evinced here this evening 
ever the international polo match.

The 
one-quarter of a goal which meant bad news 
for the British empire and the Duke of West- 
minster was the penalty for an accidental 
safety, the result of a lutkless turn of the 
wrist by Capt. Ritson _ 

Through eight periods 40,000 persons 
cheered an exhibition of polo skill that left 
little to choose between the rivalbteams. The 


lishmen carried them to withina pony’s stride 
of victory, but could not prevail against the 
headlong dash of Stoddard and Waterbury, 
the generalship of Whitney, and the resource- 
fulness of Milburn. 


Carry Americans Off Feet. 

At the outset the British four, playing the 
American game, fairly carried the defend- 
ers off their feet. As far along as the sixth 
period it looked as 
would have to say good-by to the trophy. 
Then Stoddard and Waterbury, backed by 
their mates, ripped unrelentingly to the 
British goal, and tucked the match in their 
Uncle Sammy’s pocket. : 

It egemed in the very air of the Hemp- 
stead plains a battle would be waged which 
would test alike the skill and stamina of 
both men and ponies.

F. M. Freake for Capt. Edwards at No. 2 
renewed the hopes of the Britishers, while it 
was rather feared America’s side had been 
weakened by the unfortunate accident to 
Monte Waterbury in the first skirmish.

The English four rose tg the highest point 
of international form under the influence 
of the changed lineup, end at the beginning 
of hostilities there was no doubt that the 
intimate knowledge of Larry Waterbury’s 
game made his brother Monte’s absence @ 
severe handicap. Under the stress of com- 
petition Louis Stoddard rose to the occasion.

Luck Factor in Match. 

Luck too, was a factor, but in no wise can 
it be said the winning team outlucked the 
losers. As against the quarter of a goal 
safety made by Ritson which turned the tide 
in favor of America, there were two occa- 
sions on which well directed American shots 
for goal failed of execution because they 
struck the goal post and squirmed on the 
wrong side to make them effective. 

With the exception of Capt. Ritson’s safety, 
penalties, instead of being all on the side of 
America, as in the first game; were evenly 
divided. America incufred one in the second 
period when Whitney rode across Ritson, the 
circumstances being particularly discourag- 


ing, as at the time the American side of the 
score board was not graced by a single figure- 
It was not until the seventh period, when 
England was in the lead, that Capt. Lockets 
equalized the early fault of Whitney by rid- 
ing across Waterbury. 


Honors Go to Capt. Ritson, 

Individual honors should be given to Capt. 
Ritson, the indomitable leader of the English 
quartet. Running a close second to Devereux 
Milburn for the place of shining star on 
Tuesday, the British officer, by his persist- 
ent following of the ball’and his ability te 
strike and strike true, no matter where it was 
placed, earned the praise of all the experts 
and the generous applause of the crowd.

from orchards, however, increased in the 
saghe period. from .$3.779.000 to $3,858,000, 
which means that their value has more then 
doubled within that period. 

A like condition prevalls in the grape in- 
G@ustry, the quantity having decreased about 
4,500,000 pounds between the years 1899 and 
1908, while the value of the product increased 
in the same period from $383,000 to $426,000. 

Smal! fruits (berries) decreased in acreage 
in the last ten years from 16,794 to 11,723, or 
about 80 per cent. The production of these 
small fruits in 1900 was 13,603,000 quarts, as 
egainst 26,000,000 quarts in i899. Here again, 
however. the value of the crop in 1008 was 
about equa! to that of the 1899 crop, although 
the production was about half as great, 
showing that in those ten years the price 
of Illinois berries has about doubled. 

Of the total quantity of orchard fruits pro- 
duced in 1909 applies contributed about three- 
fifths, and in revenue they produced over 90 
per cent. The soil and climate.of IMndis 
are weil adapted to the culture of the apple. 
The soils of the deep loees in the west cen- 
tral portion of the state are prevalilingly 
brown silty loams,. deep, well drained, and 
of undulating surface configuration, well 
suited to the raising of apples. That the 
people of this section are rapidly turning 
their attention to the culture of the apple its 
apparent from the fact that at the last cen- 
sus over 20000 farmers from this section of 
the state reported trees planted but not yet 

in bearing. 
* 
Orchard Increases Revenue. 


Up until the present time the Illinols 


farmer has been so busy raising cereals and * 


has been so successful in that branch of agri- 
culture he has given little thought to the 
fruit industry. Within the last few years, 
however, the average-value’ of Illinoig,farm 
lands has doubled, and in order to increase 
the revenue from the soilin proportion to 
its increase in value the farmer must in- 
tensify his cultivation. There is no better 
way to do this than to plant a part of the 
farm in apple orchards, especially in those 
sections of the state where the soil, climate, 
and air channels are conducive to apple pro- 
duction. 

The general character of Illinois agricul- 
ture at the present time is indicated by the 
fact that about four-fiftts (79.9 per cent) of 

. the total value of crops is contributed by the 
cereals, and about one-tenth (10.9 per cent) 
by hay and forage. The remainder, repre- 
senting in value about 9 per cent of the total, 
consists mainly of potatoes and other vegeta- 
bles, flowers and plants, nursery products, 
nuts, and fruits. The total value of all IIli- 
nois crops in 1908 was $372,000,000, of which 
about $4 000,000 was contributed by fruits. 

The culture of the apple ts one of the most 
{important branches of agriculture today 
and a lucrative business for the farmer. If 
the Illinois farmer will plant two year old

trees ‘end allow five years tor thetr maturity 
he will in the fifth year gather a valuable 
harvest. It has been estimated by good au- 
thorities the apple regions of Illinois will 
easily plant and mature successfully fifty- 
two trees to ‘the acre, and the grower showld 
at least get 200 boxés per acrefrom his seven 
year old orchard, or a gross revenue. of at 
least $200. The expense of caring for the or- 
chard, pruning, spraying, etc., will net ex- 
ceed $85 per acre, so he should net'at least 
$165 per acre. 

The average value of farm land in Iilineis 
is about $95 per acre, and the average value 
of lands in the “fruit regions of: the state 
about $100 per acre. The growing of fruits 
tu these latter sections is twenty times more 
profitable than the cultivation of the cereals, 
and the wonder is that this important branch 
of agriculture has been so long overlooked 
in this state. 

* 
‘Gus: Has Accessible Markets’ 

The accessibility to market ts one of the 
important considerations to the fryit grower 
Here the advantage is all with the Illinois 
grower, because he has the greatest consum- 
ing market in the world right at his door. The 
apple grower of Washington or Montana or 
Idaho, while he enjoys a small market on 
te Pacific slope, .must.seek his big consum- 
ing market thousands of miles from home. 
handicapped by high freights and the cost 
of refrigeration to. preserve his product In 
transit. The Illinois fruit sections are within 
a few hours of the great cities of the central 
west, readily accessible to lake ports, and 
the grower has no high freights to pay and 
needs little refrigeration to preserve his 
fruits in transit. 

The cost of Mlinois fruit ani in compar!- 
gon with those of other fruit producing 
regions is small. The Iilinols fruit grower 
needs no irrigation and will rarely be forced 
to resort to the heating proces® to preserve 
his fruit from frost. The apples that are 
grown in this state are superior in flavor to 
those of almost any other region and they 
grow firm and will stand shipping better 
than irrigated apples. 

yrowers in mountainous regions are con- 
tinually imperiled by: the frosts that are the 
result of mountain fogs, but in thig state we 
have none of these fogs and consequotly 
are in little danger of logs in the cultivation 
of the apple. Our growing season ie of a 
sufficient length to allow the apple to ripen 
slowly; getting {ts full natpral flavor and 
strength, and this is one of the big reasons 
why our apples are of such a superior  ual- 
ity. 

The last census reports also show there are 
in this state nearly 800000 peach trees 
Planted, but not yet matured, about a quar- 
ter of a milloin pear trees, and about the 
same number of cherry trees. “Over 11,000 
farms reported grapes planted, but not ma- 

tured, and about 18 500 farms reported -the 
planting of plums and pruhes. The indica- 
tions for the last two years point toa revival 
of fruit growing on a large scale and it is 
reasonable to suppose that this will further 
increase the value of lands in the fruit gec- 
tlons of Illinois. ’ 


Sense of Proportion Essential; 


Merchant Must Divide Expenses.

IVE years ago two men started in the 
manufacturing business. Each had 
invented a time saving kitchen utensll 
that retailed at about the same price. 
One had had $1,000; the other $200. 
Both vowed they would swir the business 
without outside capital. . 

The man wi.h $1.000 invested $500 in office 
rental, equipment, and a salesman that cost 
him $25 a week. He figured that he must 
put up a good front and make a strong first 
impression, feeling sure that by this pros- 
perous showing his saies manager would be 
able to secure agents easily. and that their 
sales would carry him along financially right 
from the start. 

But he found that his “ expensive sales- 
man” was not successful in getting agents 
who could sell goods. His sales manager 
had never been a house to house canvasser 
and did not know how to get in touch with 
them. 

The man with $200 invested $100 in a ma- 
chine that would enable him to turn out‘his 
Pproguct at a low cost This machine he set 
up in his barn. He then laid aside $60 for one 
month's living expenses. spent $20 fur mate- 
rial, and had $20 left for acévertising. 

But this map knew a canvasser who lived 
in his neighborhood. A month before start- 
ing his business he had obtained this man’s 
advice as to the best method of selling his in- 
vention. Consequently Brinks felt satisfied 
with only $20 left for selling expense and in- 
cidentals. 

As socn as he had made up a small supply 
of his product he sent an adver: isement to 
an evening and amorning paper. It read: 

“ Housewives, Notice! Bert's magic wire 
breac mixer makes mixing easy saves a 
ime. Price 10c delivued. Send postal to 

Agents wanted; every calla sale.” 

This advertisement kept his boy busy de- 
livering goods in one part of the city, while 
three other boys were pressed into service to 
cover other parts of the town. 

x 
Ad Brings Flood of Orders. 

Each of these boys started out each day 
with fifty mixers. They not only delivered 
orders but Iso visited the houses in the 


sections where deliveries were made until 
they had disposed of their entire supply, 


thus saving time and carfare. The menu- 
facturer allowed them 3 cents commission 
on each delivery and sale. 

After a week the manufacturer had to 
ciscontinue his advertising because he was 
getting behind with deliveries, while his 
advertisement had attracted several good 
canvassers, to whom he paid a commission 
of 4 cents on each sale. Nearly all these 
agents succeeded in disposing of a hundred 
mixers a day. 

Soon callie began to come in from hard- 
ware and grocery stores, because he 
stamped his name on the handle of each 
mixer, and housewives told their friends 
about it. 

Not a few sales were made to the wives of 
merchants: In brief, this manufacturer 
s0id goods and prospered right from the 
start. Today he has @ much improved 
Product and his plant coverg several acres 
of land. 

He looks back to that first advertisement 
with considerable pride, keeping it framed 
over his desk. He used the same method to 
get a foothold in every big city in the country. 

The man who started with $1.000 went into 
debt the second month, ‘was forced to sel] 
out his patent rights the third month. and 
now is working for the man who started 
with $200. 

What was the difference between these 
men? One had no sense of proportion in hig 
makeup; the other had. 


* 
Must Have Sense of Proportion. 


Brinks had an accurate sense of proportion 
with respect to expenditures, while the thou- 
sand dollar man had a pretty good sense of 
disproportion. He c!d not know how to di- 
vide his expenditures so that each payment 
was in safe proportion to his total capital. 

Brinks says the sense of proportion is just 
another name for common‘gense. He ts both 
right and wrong in that statement, for while 
the exercise of the sense of proportion ts a 
very important part of common sense, it is 
not al) of that valuable mental! quality. 

You can find plenty of examples of people 
who lack, or do not exercise, this important 
element of common sense—but you do nét 
find them among the business succeeses.

Salesmen Must Be Truthful; 
Big Houses Seek Honest Men. 


iERE was a time not long ago,”’ 
said a salesmanager, ‘‘ when the 
fellow who told the truth to cer- 
tain merchants found his path 
pretty hard. The merchant ex- 
pected him to make all sorts of exaggerated 
statements and always discounted his sales 
talk accordingly. But the day of the whole 
hearted liar salesman ie over. , 

“* The really successful salesman these days 
is a clean and truthful fellow. He’s dif- 
ferent from his progenitor of a decade or 
more ago. 

“ You can bet on the accuracy and truth 
of everything most salesmen tell you these 
days. especially if you are one of their cus- 
tomers. Honesty and truthfulness are pre- 
requisites in twentieth century salesmanship. 


“Telling the plain simple truth is the first 
and greatest law of success for the.average 
modern salesman. There are notable ex- 
ceptions, to be sure. Witness almost any 
salesman who gets into trouble with the 
house for which he works because he has 
made exaggerated statements which his 
house refuses to back up or indorse; or 
he makes unwarranted promises with re- 
spect to deliveries or discounts, and so on. 


“Usually the salesman who finds that 
the house won’t back up his liberal prom- 
‘ses begins to cherish i]l will toward the 
house. And right there he does himself 
reat harm. Absolute faith in hie house 
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is one of the salesman’s big assets. This 
includes fidelity to the rules of the house~ 
which is easier said than done; for by nature 
@ good salesman hag contempt for rules. 
He is a big live dynamo in hims#if. Yet 
he must realize that certain rules are neo- 
essary. No matter how brilliant a record 
he may have, he only weakens himself when 
he takes advantage of it to demand privi- 
leges. 

“I have been hiring trained salesmen for 
ten years and I would rather have a dull but 
honest plodder out for me than a brilliant, 
dishonest man. In the long run the honest 
fellow will get much more business—and wil] 
keep the house and himself out of hot water; 
and this it is impossible for the dishonest 
fellow to do. 

“More sales are lost by salesmen that 
don’t tell the truth than in any other one 
way. Merchants ahd buyers have keen mem- 
ories for promises that are not kept. 

“Before I hire a new man of whose 
veracity Iam doubtful, I test him. Now and 
then I tel] him’I want him to misrepresent 
us in order to get an order from a certain 
customer in the city. If he demurs I hire 
him. But if he says: ‘ Trust me to pull the 
woo! over your hard nut’s eyes,’ and hisown 
eyes gleami with the chance for déceit—he’s 
not the man for us,

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BAR Frankfort, in Germany, there is 
® manufacturing plant which turns out 
glass poles “for telephone and tele- 
graph wires. In order to give them 
solidity and strength there ig a thick 
framework of woven wirein theglass. These 
poles are taking the place of the wooden ones 
in many sections of Germany. 

It may be that in time al! such telegraph 
and telephone poles throughout the world 
will be made of glass, because there are s0 
many advantages in them. In the first place, 
they will Jast practically for all time, except 
in cases of unusual accident, where they 
may be broken, asin railroad wrecks. They 
will last even longer than iron or steel, as 
weather hase practically no effect upon them. 
nor can insects get into them and destroy 
them. 

Experiments are also under way for the 
manufacture: of ‘rajlroad ties of glass, in 
which wire netting Is imbedded in the giase. 

Paving blocks are made of glass and have 
proved to be a most valuable materia}. for 
street surfaces, ‘being fitted together in such 
a@ manner as to be water tight, no water run- 
ning down between the blocks. There are 
in Lyons, France, a number of street paved 
with glass, and they are said to have a better 
resistance than stane,. and also are not such 
great concuctors of heat. as stone. These 
glass paving blocks are now said to be act- 
ually cheaper than granite blocks,

Motor for Bicycles. 

Thete have been many attempts to make 
motorcycles out of bicycles, but to date all 
of these have failed through the weakness 
of the bicycle frame. ‘To add the dead 
weight of a gasoline motor to a bicycle has 
been too much... The speed attained, being 
much in excess of foot propelled speed, to- 
gether with the added wejght, has quickly 
crystalized the frames, leading to accidents. 
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A California inventor has sought to over- 
come this fault by fitting the entire device to 
the rear wheel—in fact, in place of the rear 
wheel, the rear forks of the cycle being re- 
bullt to accommodate the new width. 

The motor itself is ea miniature two. cylin- 
der air cooled affair which straddles the rear 
axle as shown, the crank case being above, 
and the shaft connected to the rear wheel by 
gearing. The'gasoline tank is seen curving 
over the crank casa 

The scheme should work well, but would 
make a rovgeh riding mount on account of 
the dead weight in the wheel directly over 
the tires. An Efiglish scheme-which works 
well puts the motor on an extra wheel which 
runs alongside the bicycle and pushes It, 
without adding any strain to the wheel

ACK of business system on the part of 

the government is one of the greatest 
aids to postal criminality there now is 
in the United States. 

There are about 350 postoffice inspec- 
tors in the employ of the government. And 
long ago,.when the department was new; 
some head of it devised a wonderful way 
for saving money. He discovered that by 
forcing the inspectors to advance the money 


for their expenses out of their own pockets 


the United States would be the gainer on the 
Interest on the money, which would not have 
to be paid out until a month oreo after It had 
been spent by the inspector. And so the system 
went into effect. 

And it did save interest, and it has been 
gaving interest ever since, severa) thousand 
dollars a year. But. according to the opinion 
of the committee which recently looked into 
matters, !t.has been costing the department 
from $20,000 to $50,000 a year in efficiency. 

For instance, a postoffice inspector gets 
from $150 to $200 a month. Hels allowed a 
per diem of $3 a day to pay for his meals and 
his hotel bill. Extra expenses are allowed 
in proportion. ‘There was a time when an 
inspector was not allowed to take a Pullman, 
even though he traveled across the country.

HE firet condition of conversion from 
wrong ways to right—whether in moral, 
religious, er merely practical matters— 
has always been a consciousness of 
being wrong. The renowned psycholo- 

gist, Prof. William James, has summed up 


| this state as that of feeling “ consciously 


wrong, inferior, and unhappy.” 

The moral and religious teachers of all ages 
bave labored to set up codes which should 
belp a man to discever whether his heart and 
life were right or wreng, superior or in- 
ferior, earnestly insisting on establishing 
the Tight and putting down the wrong, yet 
men have but haltingly accepted their de- 
e‘vions. 

Perhaps the halting acceptance has been 
partly due to the fact that with changing 
rrodes of thought and with the advance of 
G'scover es in reference ww what constitutes 
man's truest welfare, these codes have had 
to be modified. The old decisions were true 
for their day, but they represent but part of 
the truth of today, and maybe the gmailest 
part. 

To say this, however, is but to offer an.ex- 
cuse -for a tardy humanity. Men who are 
abreast of the times know what is the highest 
tight and what is the unpardonable wrong 
of the age. 

Let us take one instance of one of the forms 
of unconsciousness on the part of thousands, 
of one of the highest rights of today. It is 
exhibited in the fact that in spite of our pres- 
ent day Knowledge of physiology thousands 
of men and women go on unconscioualy de- 
teriorating physically, with no feeling of dis- 
quiet because of real deformity or wrong- 
ness of figure, or at any rate have nothing but 
complaints for the unnecessary hindrances 


Those who work for the salvation of “ fall- 
en humanity’ know how great for even the 
lowest individuals is “ the attractiveness of 
the fit,” the right, superior and happy, even 
though they may seem utterly indifferent to 
any personal appeal that they change the bad 
model of their lives to a better one. 

The respectable negligences of life are un- 
dramatic. What the most advanced think- 
ers of today look upon as tragedies—and 
sometimes the most ridiculous comedies—of 
life—often ‘age long tragedies—are looked 
upon by the ordinary man as igevitable cir 
cumstances which it is mo use fo ight against. 
If a thing is truly inevitable is it not folly to 
resist it? Strangely enough, the persons 
who are most likely to ask the question are 
the ones who are resisting the fruly inev- 
itable, while the things they regard as such 
are far from being so.

“(g) Badly misshapen eggs Epes which 
are extremely long or very flat, or in which 
part of the shell’s surface is raised in the 
form of a ring; in other instances @ number of 
hard, wartlike growths appear on the outside 
of the shelil. 

“Spots: Eggs in whic bacteria or mold 
growth has developed locally and caused the 
formation of a lumpy adhesion-.on the inside 


of the shell. There are three well recognized — 


classes of mold. spots—namely: white, brown, 
and black. In cases where an infertile egg 
has been subjected to natura! heat for a suffl- 
cient period of time, the yolk will often settle 
and become fixed to the membrane. This 
condition might be termed a *‘ piainspot.’ 

“Blood rings: Eggs in whic the em- 
bryo has developed to a sufficient extent so 
that it ls quickly recognized when heid be- 
fore the candle It has been found that it 
requires between twenty-four and thirty-six 
hours of incubation- under a sitting hen to 
produce this condition.

Different Classes of ** Rots.” 

“Rots: Eggs whic are absolutely unfit for 
food. The different classes of rots may be 
defined ae follows: 

“ (a) Black rot: This is the easiest class 
ef rote to recognize and, consequently the 
best known. When the egg is held before the 
candle the contents have a blackish appear- 
ance, and in most cases the air cell is very 
prominent. The formation of hydrogen-sul- 
phid gas in the egg causes the contents to 
blacken and gives rise to the characteristic 
rotten egg smell, and sometimes causes the 
egg to explode. ! 

* fb] White rot: These eges have a char- 
acteristic sour amell. The contents become 
watery, the yolk and white mixed,:and the 
whole egg offensive to both the sight and the 
amell. It is also known as the ‘ mixed rot.’ 

fo) Spot rot: In this the foreign growth 
has not 3 the entire agg, Dut has 


egzs are readily picked out with the candle, 
and when broken show lumpy particles ad- 
hering to the inside of the shell. These 
lumps are of various colors and appearances. 
It is probable that epot rots are caused as 
much by mold as bacteria, but for practical 
purposes the distinction is unnecessary. 
“To all intents and purposes the spot rot, 
as explained above, is practically the same 
as the brown and black epots described 
under the general head of ‘apots’ The spot 
rot is also placed under the genera! head of 
rots simply because, some candiers will cal) 
it a spot, while others designate it as a spot 
rot.

One hundred acres of ripening small fruit, 
with a record breaking crop predicted, was a 
bright prospect, indeed. And somehow’ or 
other she felt her 40 year old offspring would 
make good.

While other fruit growers had falled to see 
the possibilties of the loganberry, Tom Mor- 
€an practically cornered the market. There 
‘was a big demand for them. Dried, they 
brought 22% cent a pound. The canneries 
sent their representatives to the Morgan 
fruit farm. They fought for the privilege 
of drawing a blanket contract covering the 
entire crop. From a first quotation of 2 
cents, they finally boosted the price to 4 
cents @ peund for the unpicked green fruit. 

Morgan made different arrangements for 
the dispgsal of his second season's crop. 
There was, he felt, a possibility that the can- 
neri@s might become overstocked for two or 
three days ataastretch. If he sold the green 
berries they would have to be disposed of 
quickly, for they molded soon when left in 
crates. Again, the loganberry weighs most 
when it is ripe and when the flavor or sugar 
is at its greatest proportion. The canneries 
prefer them then. 

Another thing, if his berries were dried he 
could hold them pending a rising market. 
The canneries eventually would come after 
them. When they did, they would have to 
pay his price. If they didn’t he would re.- 
tain the berries, 

To dry them, however, he had to tustall 
evaporators and driers. He sought the best 
he could buy with a view to economy in fuel 
and labor. He decided upon the long tunnel 
against the arguments of his neighbors and 
fellow fruit growers. The long tunnel drier, 
they argued, would not furnish draft enough. 
The Man who discovered the loganbernry had 
told Tom that the long tunnel was the thing. 

_ 
Found Driers in Demand. 

Staking almost everything he had on the 
outcome of his choice, Morgan went ahead 
and built his tunnels. They were thirty- 
four feet long, with a capacity of 120 trays 
of berries, ten trays high and twelve trays 
long. With four- tunnels in operation, 480 
trays were accommodated. This left about 
twenty-eight inches for finish at the lower 
end of the tunnels, which space could be 
utilized for drying pears, apples, beans, 
cherries, corn, or anything else. That was 
about all two men could handle at one shift. 

Morgan found his driers in big demand. 
They were highly efficacious and could dry 
much more fruit than he could raise on his 
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$1,000,000 Sow 


land. Many of his neighbors, for instance, 
raised prunes. Four men, two on a shift, 
could dry something like 2,500 pounds of 
prunes every twenty-four hours. 

4 ton of dried loganberries consumes 
about one and one-half cords of wood 
Three-quarters of a cord of wood will pro- 
duce a ton of dried prunes. The cost of this 
wood is added to the cost per ton for drying 
fruit to order. 

Morgan’s four tunnel was an innovation. 
Nothing in the shapes of a drier equaled it up 
to that time, and he soon found he could 
make a big profit by contracting to build 
tunnels for other fruit growers. The stack 
Grier, prior to Morgan's advent in Oregon, 
was in common usage. When the success of 
the long tunnel drier had been assured fruit 
growers swarmed in upon Morgan with re 
quests that he construct similar long tunnels 
for them. The stack drier became almost 
obsolete. 

This was a side issue, but Morgan wanted 
something to do during the off seasons. So 
he contracted for the construction of many 
long tunnel driers. He built three that frst 


-eason, netting a handsome profit. A Cali- 


fornia prune raiser having 100 acres set out 
in prunes, went to Oregon to look over More+ 
gan’s plant. He knew a lot about driers, he 
thought. When, however, he saw Morgan’s 
drier he admitted he was but a tyro in the 
drier game. The result was that Morgan 
equipped the Californian’s farm with his long 
tunnel and drier. 
s 


Refuse Canneries’ Price. 

South of Salem, Morgan had the only driere 
to be found. Last season the loganberry crop 
was stupendous. Others had gone into the 
business of raising them. They went in on 
@ small scale and did not raise enough to 
warrant their installing driers. Morgan con- 
tracted to dry all the berries they wanted 
dried. 

North of Salem the canneries had contract- 
ed for the entire crop of loganberries. They 
paid 4 cents a pound for them green. They 
went south and approached Morgan. For the 
dried berries Morgan could get 25cents. The 
difference was worth Saving. This meant 
$400 an acre for the dried product. 

Morgan refused to sell to the canneries et 
4 cents. Thirty-eight tons of loganberries 
were to be dried by him. Splitting the actual 
returns in half would leave $200 a ton actual] 
profit. 

In the near future the juice of the logan- 
berry bids fair to supplant that of the grape. 
It is of a delightful favor and can be bottled 


and produced at half the cost entailed in |

Can Draw Check for Million. 

Also, Morgan now raises loganberry plants 
and selis them all over the country. Two 
years ago he raieed and sold $,000 planta, 
This season he has orders for 40,000 Plents 
to be set out in Washington, upon the e0ound, 
and in various parts of California. 

And the loganberry industry, To Morgan 
will tell you, is in its infancy. A bi market 
has been created for them in the west, but 
in the middle states and the east they are 
practically unknown. There are only a few 
parts of the United States in which the logan- 
berry will thrive. Owing to this fact the in- 
dustry will not be overworked. 

Today Tom Morgan has something MNke 850 
acres of loganberries and other small fruits 
set out. The canneries are willing to take 
jis entire output as it grows on the vine, but 
with the addition of four more driers Morgan 
figures he can dry the entire crop and hold 
them pending a rising market.

He must gather 
about him American friends and never again 
be among his own people. For he ts classed 
with those who have lost all racial pride. He

And hon- 
eaty is at a premium at all times and in all 
places. So the foreigner who turns American 
must use ingenuity in keeping away from hig 
old haunts and friends, in receiving his let- 
tera—in short, to forget his past. 

Foreigners, American born, trained tm 
American customs, must use the same pre- 
caution. An Austrian who is educated in sey- 
eral languages and therefore should be more 
valuable to his firm as a clerk said he did not 
speak his languages in the store or do any- 
thing that the other clerks did not do for 
fear of becoming unpopular with them. He 
submerged his abilities to keep on their level 
rather than become the target of their re- 
marks and then lose his job Employers 
have a habit of discharging one who cannot 
get along with the force. 

Aa clerks Poles have made a place for 
themselves without offending their racial 
conscience by changing their names. Most 
Greeks have no hesitancy in dropping sylla- 
bles of their names. Their racial pride is 
unoffended when a Greek appears without 
the “ ouplis " in public.

T need not be surprising if some day you 
Bee a shingle hung out over a doorway 
bearing a sign something like this: ‘‘ Dr. 
Good Soil, Physician to Sick Farms.” 
Just as we have the regular physician 
to take care of human ills, the dentist for 
aching teeth, and a veterinarian to cure ail- 
ing animals, the near future may be expected 
to bring forth the doctor of‘ sick farms.” 

Of course we now have the soil experts 
from the United States department of agri- 
culture and the various agricultural colleges 
and state experiment’stations who prescribe 
treatments for worn out soils and make‘sug- 
gestions for developing new lands. 

But the new idea—the doctor of sick farms— 
goes further than that. It provides for « 
regular “ soil physician,’’ whose business {t 
will be to deal solely with alling lands.. In a 
way he will correspond to an efficiency engi- 
neer. 

The idea was inspired by the experiences of 
a Kankakee friend of the writer, one of 
which, happened in Indiana. 


Two years ago the friend was to allappear- 
ances “‘stung’’ in a land deal by which he 
secured possession of a 120 acre farm three 
miles from Valparaiso, in Porter county.

He had 
been Commissioned to trade the Indiana farm 
fer something in Illingis. Hé never had seen 
the place until he accompanied a “ pros- 
pect there.

Arrived at the farm, the outlook was any- 
thing but bright for the real estate dealer 
earning the commisgion on which he had 
fissured when he left home tn the morning. 
The farm looked like a great big pond full 
of everything except plant life. The-only 
place above water was an eighty acre strip 
on which the owner had thoughtfully built 
his, house, barn, and other floatable build- 
ings. 

To ad@ to the gloom, the real estate dealer 
overheard the tenant telling this facetious

“You might be able to raise cattle if for 
every steer you had a man on horseback out 
in the roadway, and he had a lasso anchored 
around the pommel of his saddle, with the 
other end hooked somewhere about the steer.

mainder of the plowing done for $3 an acre, 
a bonus of $1.50 an acre. 

All other work in. the neighborhood was 
practically suspended while the plowing of 
the ‘devil's hole” was under way. Al-. 
though all their direful predictions about 
losing the horses, etc., fell down one at a 
time. the onlookers stubbornly refused to 
concede that the newcomer knew anything, 
about his business. 

“You fellows from IJHnois must certainly 
have lots of money to throw away,” said 
one ontooker, doubtfully shaking his head 
and shifting a quid of tobacco from one side 
of his mouth to the other.

For instance, we'll take this wet, 
boggy land and compare it to the human 
body. In its wet condition it was impossible 
for plant life to get a start. The land was 
‘dead,’ comparatively speaking. It needed 
to get this water out of its system, to be 
treated so ft could be reached by life-giving 
air. It’s the same with the human body. 
If the blood did not flow through part of 
the body that part would be useless. 

“Of course, I would not recommend that 
all farms be bought in this way. If aman 
did not know how to treat the land or did 

-not have the capital necessary for proper 
drainage it would be worthless to him. 
Since buying this farm I have profited by 
the experience and have bought a number 
of othérs similarly affected. I have found 
that it pays me because a number of the 
farms I have so bought I have been able to 
sell later at three times the original cost. 
Buch a wide margin would hardly be pos- 
sible; generally speaking, with thoroughly 
developed land."

Crops and Transportation. 

“The acreage of corn and oats is increag- 
ing, and the growing of peanuts on a com- 
mercial scale has been taken up recently. 
Near Hattiesburg considerable truck is 
raised, the local demand for sirup, sweet po- 
tatoes, watermelons, and most of the more 
common kinds of vegetables being pretty 
well supplied. 

“* Transportation facilities and a diversity 
of soils favor the extensive production of the 
truck and fruit crops usually grown in this 
section of the south 

“In the vicinity of Hattiesburg strawber 
ries ripen early in March; Irish potatoes are 
ready for use about May 10 and sweet pota- 
toes about July 1, although the main crop is 
much later. Tomatoes ripen about the last 
week in May and watermelons from June 20 
to July 1. All these crops have a long sea- 
son, depending, of course, upon the date of 
planting and weather conditions. 

“Stock raising should prove profitable 
While most of the local demand for beef is 
met by cattle from the range, much of the 
dairy products and most of the pork and 
poultry consumed comes from outside of this 
section of the state. . The same is true of 
corn, oats, and hay, the greater proportion of 
such feedstuffs now used in the towns being 
obtained from northern and western sources. 

“ Although grain cannot be grown profit 
ably for sale, except, perhaps, on the Ock- 
* locknee soils, if the latter are brought under 

Climate Modified by Gulf. 

“The climate of the area is that of the 
warm temperate zone, perceptibly modified 
by the Gulf of Mexico. This is especially 
noticeable in midsummer, when the south 


winds are often agreeably cool and pleasant. 

“The long period of summer weather, be- threshed this grain. The yields have ranged 
ginning, as a rule, about the first of May arid from fifteen to thirty bushels per acre. 
lasting until September, is somewhat ener- * * 
vating, but not unhealthful. Farm work may 
be carried on without inconvenience during 
these months, and with but little interrup- 
tion by prolonged rains or storms in the win- 
ter season. 

‘There is not a very wide range between 
tre mean temperature of the summer and 
of the winter months, the former being about 
82 cegrees and the latter 51 degrees. While 
tae thermometer sometimes drops to 10 or 15 
dgrees below freezing, such cold periods 
are of short duration. The ground never 
freezes more than a few inches deep. Fall- | 
sown oats and rye and Bermuda grass grow 
incre or less all winter. 

“The average date of the last killing frost 
in the spring is about March 30, and the 
first frost of the fall may be expected about 
Nov. 1. 

“The precipitation is usually well dis- 
tributed, although there are few years in 
which there is not an excess or a deficiency 
in the rainfall for a period of a few weeks 
in the summer. These departures from the 
normal, however, are not often of such mag- 
nitude as to affect crops seriously on well 
prepared and properly tilled soils. 

‘On most of the farms the agricultural 
methods are quite similar to those generally 
practiced on the lighter soil types of the gulf 
coast region. Cotton, corn, sweet potatoes 
and sugar cane are the chief crops, ranking 
in about the order named. 

‘ One-horse implements are in general

Thére has recently become available the 
advance sheets of a soil survey of Forrest 
county made in 1911 by the bureau of soils of 
the United States department of agriculture, 
from which the following facts along the line 
of your inquiries are taken: 

“ Forrest county is located in the south- 
eastern part of Mississippi. It is bounded on 
the north by Covington and Jones ceunties, 
on the east by Perry, on the south by Marri- 
s0n, and on the west by Lamar and Peari Riv- 
er counties. It is approximately thirty-six 
miles in length and twejve miles in width, 
having an area of 460 square miles, or 294,440 
acres. 

‘* Hattlesburg, the county seat, has a pop- 
ulation of 11,7383. The town is an important 
business center of southeastern Miss!ssippl. 
It contains a number of wholesale houses, 
machine shops, factories, and several large 
sawmills. The state normal schooi is also 
located near the city. 

“The New Orleans and Northwestern 
railroad has a direct line to New Orleans 
and to points north of Hattiesburg in eastern 
Mississippi and western Alabama. The Gulf 
and Ship Isiand rallroad crosses the area 
from north to south, its termini being Jack- 
son and Gulfport. The Mississippi Central 
extends from Hattiesburg to Natchez. This 
railroad is being. extended in a southeasterly 
direction from Hattiesburg, but is now used 
chiefly as a logging road. A branch of the 
New Orleans, Mobile and Chicago affords 
direct connection with Mobile. 

‘The main country roads across the up- 
lands are generally located on the divides; 
those in the valleys follow as far as prac- 
ticable the outer margins of the terraces. In 
each case but little labor is required to keep 


them in fair condition.

How to Improve Soil. 

“The yield of corn varies from a few bush- 
els per acre to as much as forty or fifty on 
especially well tilled ground. 

‘‘ In all instances a good physical condition 
of the soil is the first consideration, and its 
importance cannot be too strongly insisted 
upon. On the heavier types this may be 
secured by deeper plowing, flat breaking ine 
stead of ridging up the land, and frequent 
shallow cultivation. Larger horses andé 
better implements could be used to advantage 
on such lands.* bag 

“The lumber companies are generally en- 
couraging the settlement of the cutover 
lands. The price of the latter in small tracts 
ranges from $5 per acre upward. In many 
places the selection of a forty or eighty acre 
tract will be granted, and the price deter- 
mined according to location and character 
of the land, usually between $5 and $10 an 
acre. 

“On the most desirable lands there is 
usually little standing timber of commercial 
value. The smaller trees with the logs and 
top: remaining unburnt by the annual fires 
are generally sufficient to afford rough 
pbuilding material and an abundance of fuel. 
The cost of clearing stunip land so that 
machinery may be used will range from $10 
to $20 an acre. It is possible, however, to 
cultivate land quite satisfactorily where only 
the fallen timber and small stumps have been 
removed.’’ :

Pickled Beets. 


Pickled beets are indispensable for party 
menus. I raise the round variety, and when 
they are as large as hickory nuts I pickle 
them and put them in olive bottles, sealing 
them with sealing wax. These will sell for 
10 or 15 cents per bottle, or even more, accord- 
ing to size of bottle. They are so nice for 
salads or for garnishes. To pickle I boil the 
beets until tender, then brush off the skin 
with a stiff brush. Wash to remove all par- 
ticles, and then place them in bottles. Set 
bottles on warm soapstone or in hot water 
to keep warm. Pour over the beets hot vine- 
sar in which have been boiled a little sugar, 
salt, and pepper.

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Recipe for Biscuits. 

Good raised biscuits are im great demand 
and here is an economical! recipe from which 
three dozen large biscuits can be made: One 
dried yeast cake, one potato, three quarts 
flour, one quart milk scalded and cooled, or 
lukewarm water if preferred; one egg, one- 
half cup sugar, one tablespoon salt, one 
tablespoon butter. At noon mix the yeast 
cake, softened in half cup water. with the 
potato well mashed and allow the mixture 
to stand until evening; then mix it with the 
remaining ingredients, kneading thoroughly. 
Allow to rise until morning and then place 
on a kneading board, rol! it out one-half inch 
thick, cut with a biscuit cutter, place on well 
greased tins and let rise until light. Bake 
about twenty minutes.

I know also that in many church 
feems to exist an impression thet here 
the clergyman was engaged his wife was 
considered as part of the bargain; that her 
Pastoral duties, so far -as church work, 
calls, money raising efforts, 1 
end charitable societies So, are not second 
to his; and that she is expected to attend 
service every time the bell rings. 

In this connection I recall clearly a re- 
mark I heard made by a clergyman who 
Wes delivering the charge to the people at 
the installation of a minister. “ Remem- 
ber,” he said, ‘‘ that your pastor isa man 
I would alter his 
remark to read in this case: “ Remember 
that your pastor's wife is a woman. as well 
&S @ parsoness! ”’ 

Sometimes I wonder just where began the 
impression of the congregation that it had 
@ share in the clergyman’s wife. In Mra 
Stowe’s tales of old New England we read 
of the reverence and respect in which the 
minister was-held, and these feelings ex- 
tended to his wife. In those days there was 
mo talk of her being the servant of the peo- 
pie. Yet my memory, which goes back 
many years, recalls no period when it was 
mot felt in the majority of churches and 
by the majority. of parishioners that the 


Minister's wife had a distinct duty toward: 


her husband's charge, and she was severely 

blamed if she failed to fulfill this. Bven 

today it exists in some churches,

She Attended the Funerals. 

“i'm worn to a wreck attending the 
funerals of the flock,’”’ a minister's wife la- 
mented to me not long ago. “ There have 
been eight or ten deaths in the parish with- 
in the last six weeks, and it has told upon 
me terribly.’’ - 

“But, my dear child, why do you go?’ I 
cried. 

 O, it wouldn't do if I didn’t! I always 
call at the house of mourning at least once 
before the funeral, and then go to that 
too. It's very wearing!” 

After hearing that I was not astonished 
to learn a week later that the victim had 
broken down with fervous prostration and 
had been sent to a sanitarium! 

Although it happened years ago, there 
still remains is my mind a call I received 
one cruelly rainy day from the wife of a 
minister. It was before the days of street 
cars, and she had walked through the 
downpour to ask me if my husband knew 
anything of the whereabouts of a certain 
colored laundress who attended her hus- 
band’s church and who had been reported 
as in want. My caller’s husband wags in 
bed with a cold and it was incumbent upos 
her to look up the needy parishioner. 

The haggard, worn face, the utter weart- 
ness of her whole drooping bedy touched 
me to the heart. When I learned a few 
weeks later of her complete breakdown, 
persistent insomnia, and then of her death, 
I felt she had been made a martyr to her 
husband’s charge. I never heard that they 
were moved by remorse to mother the six 
little children she left behind! 

One plucky person whom I knew an- 
nounced boldly when. he accepted a call he 
wished it to be clearly understood the con-

ganization or of the church guild or to rup 
the infant class. ; 

This is an excellent position to take, but 
not easy to retain unless the church people 
are in sympathy with it, When they are 
not backward to say the minister’s wife 
should be a “ true heipmate ” and to point 
out how much more efficient are the wives 
of other clergymen who undertake to man- 
age all the beneficent agencies of the par- 
ish, it is only natural for a wife who has 
her husband’s interests at heart and is 
eager for him to make the best of his 
Charge to throw herself into the work and 
attempt duties she has no business to as- 
sume. 

I met such an one js a little country town 
last spring. The rector was underpaid and 
overworked. There was a cluster of small 
children in the rectory—five under 12 years 
of age—and the salary did’ not warrant 
keeping @ servast. Yet the rectors wife 
drilled the choir and sang in it, presided 
over the different church societies, attend- 
ed all the services, made pastoral calls in 
the parish, and in every way served as the 
clergyMan’s stated assistant parish work- 
er would have done if she had received 
a salary for her efforts, And the women of 
the congregation calmly permitted her to 
do it! Never did it seem to ocour to them 
that they should throw themselves into 
the breach and lift some of the burden 
from her overweighted shoulders. She 
Was the rector’s wife and this was part 
of her job!

Sure to Be Criticised. 


Even when fewer duties in the line of 
church work are laid upoh the minister's 
wife, even when she is not found fault with 
and judged harshly when she does hot cali 
regularly upon all the members of the flock, 
even when she is not accused of having 
her own favorites among the church people 
and showing more attention to them than 
she does to others, criticism awaits her in 
other lines. 

Shall I be making too sweeping a state- 
ment ifIsay that nearly every woman in the 
congregation feels she has the right to pick 
flaws in the housekeeping of the minister’s 
wife, to demur at the manner in which she 
trains her children and manages her serv- 
ants—to say nothing of the way she treats 
her husband? 

Think of it carefuly, be honest with your- 
self. Don’t you hold the notion that you 
have a liberty in the parsonage or the rec- 
tory or the manse which you would not 
claim in the house of any one else whom 
you know no more intimately than you do 
your minister's wife? Den't you consider 
that you understand her duties and should 
suggest to her changes in her manner or 
her conduct as you never would to the ordi- 
nary friend or acquaintance? Don’t you 
say sometimes that some one ought to speak 
to the pastor’s wife about her neglect to 
call on this one or that, or upon the fact 
that her front steps are not so clean as they 
should be, or’that her children whisper to- 
gether in church, or are late at Sunday 
school? 

If you are guiltless of any of these incli- 
nations.the minister's wife in your church 
is lucky to have you as a member of her 
husband's congregation. , 

I am giad to think that more and more 
the parishes that can afford it are supply- 
ing their clergymen with helpers—author- 
ized aids—in his work. We not only have 
the assistant minister or the curate; we 
have algo the parish visitors, both men and 
women; the home missionaries, the deacon- 
esses, and. others of the same type.. The 
time has either gone by. or is. going when 
all the labor the parson could net discharge 
was allotted his wife as a matter of course. 

Yet even now she has not won her full 
right to her own individuality, toe the pri- 
vacy of her home, to the same status as 
the ordinary laywoman. Let me echo my 
correspondent and say that if this talk will 
result in sparing another woman what some 
ministers’ wives have endured I shall count 
it a rich reward. 


Marion Harland’s Helping Hand. 


HI8 is a fine bread recipe, tested 
for years by the writer: Put a 
half cake of yeast into half a 
cup of warm water with three 
tablespoons of sugar. Do this in 

the morning. Boil three or four potatoes, 

mash them, and let them cool in the water 
in which they were boiled. When cool, 
add yeast ahd sugar and water, and put 
this to raise. I set my yeast to raise in 
the fireless cooker, and it keeps warm until 
bedtime, and I use a hot brick or flat iron 
in the cooker to help in cool weather. By 
evening it is in fine condition. Twoanda 
half quarts of the liquid will make about 
four loaves. I1 put together a small half 
cup of shortening and two tablespoons of 
salt and add this to the liquid, and then 
stir in enough flour te make a good dough. 

Let. it raise over night and you will have 

bread fit for a king. R. M. T.” 
I give this recipe because the writer 

claims so much for it; but she makes no 
mention of kneading or working it, and 
for that reason I do not think as highly 
of it aga I do of the following, which came 
to me by the’ same mail: 

“I have a fine bread recipe, which I 
think many would fine useful: Dissolve one 
cake yeast in two cups lukewarm water 
and put with ft enough flour to make a thin 
batter. Set in a moderately warm place 
over night. In the morning put with the 
mixture a quart and a half of flour, two 
cups scalded milk; a tablespoon and a half 
of butter and the same of lard, two table- 
spoons sugar and one of salt. Knead 
thoroughly and set in a warm place until 
double its first size, then make into loaves 
and place in pans to raise again. This 
makes four loaves and a pan of light rolis.

A while ago some one wrote asking for @ 
recipe for breadmaking, and said she want- 
ed something fitted to guide a fool! I knew 
fust what she meant, for to the inexperi- 
enced breadmaker the process is full of pit- 
falls and possibilities of mistakes. The 
second recipe I have given with its exact 
measurements, and its instruction to let 
the bread raise to twice its original bulk 
can be followed even by the green hand 
at breadmaking with a likelihood of good 
results. I wish all who send in recipes 
would not take for granted too much 
knowledge on the part of the reader, but 
would make every detail clear, for the 
sake of the possible ignoramuses.

Way to Hang Lace Curtains. 


“ Will you please tell me the correct way 
to hang lace curtains? I am an English- 
woman and a young housekeeper, and I 
come to you for help. I notice most people 
have the curtains only the length of the 
windows. I have some fine Irish point and 
other expensive curtaina, and it seems such 
a pity to cut these curtains, as they are 
three and a half yards long.

Indeed it would bea pity, and more than 
a pity, to cut such curtains as those. A 
few years ago, when in Dublin, I bought 
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Irish lace curtains for myself, and no mat- 
ter what the passing ff@shion nothing would 
induce me to cut those draperies. I know 
it is the fashion to have curtains the length 
of the window, but it is also good style to 
have them fall to the floor, and you need 
not feel yourself out of the mode if you 
follow the latter method; or you may 
make your curtains approximately window 
length by -your way of hanging them. 
Throw them over the pole instead of pin- 
ning them and suspending them from rings, 
and drape the superfluous amaqunt as a sort 
of flounce or valance at the top of the cur- 
tain. I have done this myself with great 
success at a window where I did not wish 
to have the curtains fall the full length. 
Do not tie back your curtains, but let them 
hang straight.

Directions for Washing Comforts. 


“ Some one asked for directions for wash- 
ing comforts, and I was so successful with 
some last spring I am giad to send this: 

“* First, lay the comfort out flat and draw 
into shape, making all smooth. Note 
whether any of the ties are loosened or not, 
and, if so, retie, and tie more in the center 


of each square, as no cotton will remain in 


place properly unless the tufts are well and 
securely fastened. 

“ Then place the comfort fn a tub of luke- 
warm water in which has been dissolveda 
emall handful of borax. Press down and 
keep under water for one hour: In the 
meantime scrape and dissolve thoroughly 
one-half cake of good white soap ina gal- 
loh ‘of hot water and add to the tub, press- 
ing down the comfort so that the soap is 
weil mixed in the water. Let it soak an- 
other hour. Work with the hands by press- 
ing down for a few minutes, then take a 
emall scrubbing brush, using more soap, 
and scrub the soiled places, but do not rub 

on the washboard. = 

‘* Rinse by using plenty of water, at least 
twice. and hang on line from one end, em- 


ploying a good number of pins. As soon 
as it begins to dry at top change and hang 
from the other end, or if you have clean 
grass to spread it upon place it with the 
wrong side to the sun and shake lightly 
occasionally until it has partly dried, when 
it can be hung on a line,

“I wish to give a hint in reply to the 
question about washing comforts. I never 
Wet the cotton, but always cut the tack- 
ing, take the covers from the cotton, roll 
this up carefully, and lay it aside until the 
covers are washed, iromed, and on the quilt 
frames; then I put tn the cotton as it was 
before. The comfort comes out like new. 

“My recipe for making vinegar is as fol- 
lows: Take one cup sugar to one quart 
water. Put ft in.a two gabon jar, add a 
yeast cake dissolved In warm water. Keep 
warm and add juices or any worked canned 
fruit and you will surely have good vine- 
gar. I have made al) the vinezyar I have 
used in the last five years. I tie a cloth 
over the top, for the flies know what is good 
and will spoil this as they would meat. I 
hope this will help some one. Bw. D.’’

These coats may have adjustable col- 
lars and cuffs of white brocade or coloreé 
sating when worn in the evening. With a 
good pattern of stylish lines they are easily 
made at home at about half the cost of buy- 
ing ready made.

Naturally the business woman must have 
other clothes besides those for strictly office 
wear. These depend largely upon her income 
and her manner of life when at home. It ig 
folly to buy more than one needs. Better get 
one nice gown and wear it hard.

and evening, the compromise gown of figured 

silk, crépe de chine, or the inexpensive silk 

and cotton materials is the best choice This 

must be made with an adjustable yoke, so the

Human Bones 


Resist Much. 


UMAN bones are really tremendously 

strong and possessed of a marvelous 

resisting power. Indeed, the bones of 

' the frailest, most delicate looking 
woman are stronger than the strongest oak. 

Of course, a bone is hallow, and that is one 
of the chief reasons it resisis such extreme 
weights. For instance, a small bone which is 
no more than a square millimeter in diameter 
will held ig suspension without breaking some 
thirty-five pounds, while ¢ stick of best oak of 
similar width will not hold more than twenty 
pounds. Indeed, the average bon - of the avcer- 
age man is stronger by one-half than that of 
solid oak. 

The principle on which our bones are con- 
structed, being made hollow and consequently 
stronger than if they were solid and heavier, is 
the same mechanics have followed the world 
over. Oonstructive engineers employ tubes 
instead of solid cylinders. 

In the case of animals thousands of years 
ago one reason of their bulky frame is attrib- 
uted by scientists as due to the fact their 
bones. were solid and added to their weight.

Spurned by the Nobility, and Crushed 
by Disappointments on Every Hand, 
Gladys Vanderbilt Has Quit the Fight 


for Social Recognition. 


HE Countess Szechenyi has given up her struggle 
for social recognition and tas moved to London. 
She has become disheartened and is willing to ad- 
mit that she has been beaten in the game of rank- 
ing with nobility. The count has spent his income, too. 
The count and countess are living now on Vanderbilt 
money. i 

This moving to. London marks another step in the too 
frequently repeated history of the American heiress who 
marries a foreign nobleman. Other disappointments have 
been hers, but this social defeat has been the greatest of all. 

Fortunately, the Countess Szechenyi has not, according 
to her intimate friends, suffered disillusion in love, one 
defeat which many heiresses have suffered. The other de- 
feats—lack of social prominence, lack of social success, 
disappointment in being a “ countess,” and of nobility and 
titles in general—have been. hers. 

Countess Szechenyi was Miss Gladys Vanderbilt. She 
was married in January, 1908, to Count Laszio Szechenyi, 
a Hungarian noble. Love, not money, was supposed to be 
the inspiration of the engagement. It was Gladys Van- 
derbilt’s beauty and charm and not her father’s millions 
that are supposed to have won the foreign nobleman. 

The Szechenyi family were not as poor as the noble 
families of Europe sometimes are. They had lands, cas- 
tles, money. Their wealth was small, according to Ameri- 
can standards of wealth, but they were not even as “ land 
poor” as many nobles, who own land but are not able to 
pay for its upkeep. It is quite possible that the mar- 
riage of Miss Vanderbilt to Count Szechenyi really was 
a love match. 

Disillusions started directly after the wedding. This 
time it was not the disillusion of love. But the disillu- 
sions nevertheless were great. 

The first disappointment came in Budapest, after sev- 
eral months of travel. Instead of being received with 
open arms, as she had expected, Countess Gladys was re- 
ceived much asif she had been any other countess in any 
other capital, or even in New York. To be sure, people 
were anxious for a glimpse of her, but they were not the 
people whom she cared to know. They were idle curiosity 
seekers, for the most part, and newspaper reporters. Beg- 
gars and charity seeking people sought an audience ; beg- 
vars were more insistent than in America. But nobility 
and royalty left her alone. 

After a short visit in Budapest the count and countess 
went to Castle Szechenyi, in Oermezoe, Hungary. Oerme- 
zoe is a small village near Kaschau, Upper Hungary, and 
is over a hundred miles from Budapest. 

Of course, like all American girls, Countess Szechenyi 


rive at her own castle, her future home. She had read 
tales of castles and picturesque peasantry. She longed to 
see it for herself.

Countess Often Disappointed. 

There were no Vanderbilt automobilec to cover the dis- 
tance from Budapest to Oermezoe. Instead, the count and 
countess and their servants had to enter a habby, dusty 
day coach, such as they would have scorned to enter in 
New York. And the coach was drawn bya small, wheezy 
engine. It took eight hours to make the trip, and the 
coach bumped and jogged all the way. 

Countess Szechenyi had another disappointment here, 
for she had pictured her homecoming much differently, 
but she knew that a coach and four (eight horses are for 
royalty only) would meet them and take them to: their 


castle. 
At Oermezoe came another disappointment. The coach 


and four proved to be a dilapidated, ancient thing drawn 
by four skinny horses. Dowager Countess Imrene was 
there, too, to welcome her. Perhaps the welcome was 
partly for the Vanderbilt millions, which were to do so 
much, perhaps all for the Vanderbilt girl herself, but the 
welcome was none the less cordial, no matter what the 
cause of it. : 

The peasantry proved another disappointment. They 
were poor looking. The gypsy band was ragged, unkempt, 
dirty, and not at all the thing that Countess Szechenyi 
had imagined from seeing gypsy bands at social functions 
in New York. But there still was the castle. 

And the castle proved the worst disappointment of all, 
so far. Instead of a wonderful castle, a castle.of dreams, 
it was a rambling, old fashioned structure. The grounds 
were beautiful, but the castle itself was old and weather 
beaten. The interior was furnished with various kinds of 
furniture, nearly all old, but not really antique. It was 
dark, dismal. 

Countess Szechenyi was taken to her rooms to ‘recover 
from her journey. ‘The rooms had been especially pre- 
pared for her, a suite of four. And here came another 
disillusion—the bathroom. For Castle Szechenyi did not 
have half as many conveniences as a moderately priced 
Chicago flat. When Countess Szechenyi asked for a bath 
she found out that there was no running water! Her 
maids had to heat the water and bring it to the new por- 
celain tub. There was also a “ general” bathroom, but it 
contained a huge circular tub, with steps leading to it, and 
it required several hours to prepare a bath.

No Social Triumphs at Castle. 

Countess Szechenyi’ as Gladys Vanderbilt, had led a 
life in New York full of girlish pleasures. There was 
constant excitement, many social entertainments of vari- 
ovs sorts. There were the opera, balls, and hundreds of 
other things to attend, and many other social duties to 
perform. At Castle Szechenyi one rose late, ate about 
six meals a day, rode horseback, and in the evening played 
ecards or talked. More disillusions for the new countess. 
Life at Castle Szechenyi did lack social triumphs! 

Countess Szechenyi did her best to fit into Hungarian 
society, both at Castle Szechenyi and at Budapest. In 
1909 she was ‘spoken of as having adaptability near to 
genius. She did all she could to transform herself into a 
Hungarian woman. She studied Magyar until she could 
speak it fluently. She took to Hungarian music and 
learned to dance the difficult Hungarian dance, the Csardas. 

The Szechenyis bought a house on Andrassy street, the 
fashionable residence street of Budapest. That was not 
as bad as Castle Szechenyi. But here, as well as at Castle 
Szechenyi, the household was arranged according to Hun- 
garian methods. lI.early all the servants were Hungari- 


“ans. But the count and countess really wanted a home 


in Vienna. They gave up the project because they had 
not been treated the way they wished they might be 
treated by royalty. There had been no real court presen- 
tation! 

The next year Countess Szechenyi found Hungarian life 
so dull that she bought two factories and went “into 
trade’ to work off some of her surplus energy. This did 
not please the family of Szechenyi nor her new aristo- 
cratic friends. 

Ever since her marriage Countess Szechenyi wanted to 
be presented at court in Vienna. Millions may be helpful. 
They may seem even indispensable at times. But they do 
not give one court entries. Countess Szechenyi was ineli- 
gible. She and the count did all they could, but she could 
not gain real acquaintanceship to the inner circle of the 
Austrian court. 

This snubbing by royalty has been the greatest disil- 
lusion of all for the American girl. She could stand 
the boresome life, the ennui, and the inconveniences of

Castle Szechenyi. She could live in Budapest, in a Hun- 
garian household, amid Hungarian friends. She could 
get accustomed to lack of conveniences. But she could 
not stand aloofness from royalty and the royal set.

Countess’ Millions Snubbed. 


In the five years since her marriage Countess Szechenyi 
has done everything in her power to gain admittance into 
the court circles of Hungary and Austria. AHI in vain. 
Millions have been spent on charities and on entertain- 
ments. But lavish spending has not gained the much 
sought goal. He : 

Count Szechenyi himself at last is disheartened. He 
has spent much money in the Balkan war His small 
fortune is gone. Some intimate friends sar that he still 
wishes his wife to change her mind and move back to 
Vienna. Others say that he has expatriated himself for 
love of his wife and his two children. For in spite of the 
many disillusions that come when an American heiress 
and a titled foreigner marry, love between the Szechenyis 
has still remained as firm as ever, according to all reports. 

In 1911 Countess Szechenyi achieved a “back door” 
triumph. She was presented te the emperor! But the 
presentation took place at Budapest and not at Vienna. 
She is still ineligible to be presented at the court of 
Austria. 

To be presented at the court: of Vienna a woman must 
have at least sixteen quarterlings of nobility—that is, she 
must be of unmixed noble ancestry for four generations. 
Of course, Countess Szechenyi has no noble blood. There- 
fore her millions do not qualify her. 


It is no triumph to be presented at court at Budapest. 
This honor is accorded to many mayors, minor officials, 
and even some laboring men. The emperor rules over a 
dual monarchy, in which he is emperor of Austria and 
king of Hungary. Austria is noted for the antiquity of its 
nobility and for its rigorous court etiquette. Hungary is 
far more democratic. And at that it took all the wnfluence 
of Count Szechenyi and the Vanderbilt family to procure 
even this ‘back door” triumph.

Does It Pay to Be a Countess? 

So Countess Szechenyi, after ‘five years as a countess, 
has dome to realize what being a countess really means. 
And the realization has proved to her that it is far from 
the American girl’s ideals of what “ being a member of the 
noblity” really amounts to. To Gladys Vanderbilt it 
meant giving up her family and her American friends for 
long periods. It meant sacrificing her American habits 
and adopting the customs of a strange country. It meant 
lack of conveniences, of every day comforts. It meant be- 


ing bored. And, most important of all to a countess, it. 


meant inability to gain entrée into the real inner circle of 
the Austrian court. 

Does it pay, this being a countess? The Countess 
Szechenyi still has love, and, after all, perhaps that is the 
great thing. Will that last, now that social recognition 
in Europe has failed. : 

Countess Szechenyi, even if she has gained love, has 
been but another proof that the most fortunate American 
girl is not the one who gains a title by marriage, but 
the one who marries an American.

A man who awake is most prosaic, whose 
mind is commonplace, who is utterly unable 
to invent a story or write a drama, will 
asleep have the most astonishing flights cf 
imagination. He imagines a story. He peo- 
ples it with players. men, women, and ani- 
Mals, and each one of them—even the 4ani- 
mals at times—speaks his part as perfectly 
as if he actually were alive. 

The mind not only invents the plot of this 
Grama but also invents the characters. Some- 
times they act and Jook as they do in real 
life; at others they are changed in character 
and appearatice, but are still recognizable. 
Sometimes the characters’ are well known 
men whom the dreamer has never seen, such 
as foreign kings, presidents, ifventors, or 
Scholats. Many times they are annatied 
strangers that the mind of the dreamier con- 
jures up with no foundation upon which to 
build. These chatactefs are painted in a 
more lifelike way than the best artist that 
ever lived could paitit them. 

The mind of the dreamer then creates 4 
background befote which the actors play. 
He paints the scenés of the drama, in other 
words. Wonderful palaces, tall mountains, 
fantastic cities, any sort of scene may be 
depicted. The players then ptoceed to enact 
a drama, tragic, comic, merely ludicrous, as 
the case-mayv be, and throughout the action 
the players speak their parts more naturally 
than Booth ot Irving ever did.

Mind Works Faster in Sleep. 


Furthermore, not one but many such one 
act playlets are invented by the sleeper dur- 
ing the course of a single night. During a 
comparatively few nights the mo&t clodlike 
jaborér may invent more stories than the 
most indefatigable novelist that ever lived. 

Not only does the mind paint the scenery, 
invent the actors, place the proper words in 
the mouth of each, and cause them to act out 
the plot, but it does it with incredible rapid. 
ity. A dream covering a series of adventures 
that the sleeper supposes takes place during 
a period of many days in reality lasts but a 
few minutes. Edward W. Cox in his book 
on dreams states that within the space of 
four minutes from the time he fell asleep 
until he awoke he dreamed a series of events 
that were supposed to cover the period of a

while its owner is asleep, but it also is 
capable of doing greater work than when the 
dreamer is awake. Sit down and try to write 
out op paper a series of events that might 
occur in a dream. Of course, the mere 
physical act of writing will cause you to 
work slower, but notice your lack of in- 
ventiveness. You have to cudgel your brains 
to invent a plot. Your charactefs fail to 
speak naturally. Your background is com- 
monplace. And the process requires hours 
of work. 

If one is a natural born genius, a story 
teller or dramatist, this work may be easier; 
but even the genius on occasion has had to 
thank his dreaming mind. Coleridge com- 
posed that magnificent fragment of a poem, 
“Kublai Khan,” in a dream. He had com- 
posed an entire poem while asleep. On 
awakening he started to write it down, but 
was ¢alled away from his work. On re- 
turning he was unable to remember the rest 
of ii avd the world was given but the ex- 
Quisite pertio. of what would have been a 
wonderful work. 

Voltaire made a duplicate of the first canto 
of the Henriade while dreaming, and the 
“Divinia Commedia” was said to have been 
founded on a dream. Condorcet solved a dif- 


ficult mathematical problem while asleep 


which had baffled him while awake. 


Business men also have had similarly prof- 
itable dreams. A confectioner in a smail 
city near Chicago was about to move into a 
new store. This storeroom was of an un- 
usual shape and for some time he could not 
make up his mind where he would put the 
soda fountain, various counters, and tables. 


Thinking of the subject just before dropping ; 


off to sleep one night, in his dreams he saw 
such a sfore.

Superstitions About Dreams. 

Musicians often compose music in their 
dreams. Tartini wrote the “ Devil’s Sonata ” 
after having dreamed it. But what is still 
more marvelous, people who know nothing of 
music have invented wonderfully beautiful 
themes while dreaming. Savages and the 
less civilized races always have had super- 
stitions about dreams, and some people in our 
own United States buy dream books that 
tell what dreams mean. ; 

The Fijians believe that the spirit of « 
living man leaves his body to trouble the 
thonghts of the dreamer. The Greenlanders 
think that the soul leaves the body. The 
Indians of Guiana think that what they 


dream actually happens; the events of the 


day are performed by the spirit and the body 
using inside play, a night the spirit 
leaves the body and goes adventuring. For 
instance, Thurn in his book, “The Indians 
of Guiana,” tells us that the natives of ais 
expedition if they dreamed they were beaten 
wanted liniment in the morning to anoint 
their bruised bodies. 


A powerful Indian called Captain Sam, the 
same book tells ws, dreamed he was told 
by the leader of the expedition to punish one 
of the negroes. On awakening, seeking no 
further authotity than his dream commands, 
he pfoceded to beat the unfortunate colored 
man. 

Men used to think “that dreams were sent 
by the gods as communications to men, an! 
in some quarters the belief still lingers. The 
Indians of North America, having learned 
that fasting produced extraordinary dreams. 
practiced starvation in order to learn the will 
of the gods. Whatever was first seen in a 
dream after such an extended fast was the 
manitou or guardian spirit of the life of that 
Indian, and a man who because of much 
fasting dreamed strange dreams and culti- 
vated the art of explaining them became a 
“medicine man.” 

Plato, Aristotle, and Cicero believed that 
dreams foretold future events if rightly in- 
terpreted. Aftemidorus of Ephesus, who 
lived about the middle of the second cen 
tury, wrote books of elaborate rules telling 
how to interpret-dreams. Among other thiigs 
he says that he who shall dream he has lost 
a tooth shall lose a friend. 

Belief in the prophetic power of dreams 
has run ring around a rosy. Mon formeriy 
thought dreams foretold future events, dreams 
gave good advice for the regulation of one’s 
future conduct, dreams told where to find 
lost articles. Then as we grew more sophis- 
ticated we regarded dream omens as mere 
superstition. Lately some of the closest in- 
vestigators of dreams have begun to switch 
to the former opinion. :

It is just one little theory among all 
the new light theories recently advanced by 
Prof. J. R. Cravath, a recognized authority 
en the illumination of rooms, in an address 
given at the illuminating engineers’ conven- 
tion held at the Congress hotel recently. 
“Glare in lighting is a relic of the past,” 
said Prof, Cravath. “It is as grating to the 
artistic senses as the rasping of a file. Avoid 
all glaring lights. When unscreened lights 
are placed in a room otherwise artistic the 
effect is the same ag a horrible discord in afl 
otherwise beautiful piece of music, Besides 
this, bright lights draw faces into premature 
wrinkles, Even lovely faces look old aud 
haggard under bright lights. Women who 
wish to retain their youth and charm should 
avoid all bright lights. Glare and bright 
lights make even beautiful women look like 
frights.” , 
Prof. Cravath says bright lights bring ey 
Strain. Any kind of a bright light may 
cause the nerves of the eyes to become weak- 
ened beyond hope, and even the glare of 
lights for a little while may catse anrepair- 
able damage. see 
According to Prof. Cravath, colored lights 
are quite as bad as glaring lights, unless they 
are most carefully arranged. Lights of red 


and green will cast those shades over the 


countenance and bring on unaccounta 
spells of melancholy. The woman - a 
who is subject to spells of “ the blues ” woul 


best beware ef all colored lights, unless they 
are of such soft, shaded tones that the ef- 
fect is one of peace and barmony. Softly 
shaded lights bring peace, beauty, and har- 
mony. Glaring lights, on the other hand, 
bring only discord and unhappiness. 

If this new theory of lights be carried into 
our homes it may be one way of solving do- 
mestic troubles. The home that was full of 
discord and unhappiness may have been made 
that way by brilliant lights in gaudily col- 
ored shades.

Dreadnoughts of the Air Rival Those of the Sea; 


READNOUGHTS of the air within 

the next few yéats probably will be 

quite as important as the dread- 

houghts of the sea. They may play 
the greatest part in the decision of the next 
great war. 

Germdatiy at present stands first in the 
werld as af Owner of airships. No other 
great nation seems to have even tried to 
conipete with her. Germany possesses twen- 
ty-five dirigibles of the tigid type. It is 
said that at the end of the present year she 
will be the owner of thirty-two. 

The Zeppelin company, famed for its air- 
ships, now turns out. one complete airship 


every three weeks. It is said this output 
will be doubled at the end of six months. 
Germany, in spite of her fondness for air- 
ships, does not care for some of the newest 
things in aeroplanes. She pins her faith 
to the rigid type of airship. She considers 
these the most practical for her purpose. 
German air dreadnonghts must show that 
‘tiey are capable of real warfare before they 
are purchased. Before an airship is ac- 


cepted it must have done a trial trip of 
1,500 miles at a speed of fifty miles an 


hour. 
Kighteen vessels now ‘in commission have 
a range of 2,000 miles. Hach can carry six 


tons of explosives, and they are practicing 
with apparatus Which can direct bombs 
weighing half a ton apiece. Each dirigible 
carries heavy quick-firing guns. This means 
that one dirigible, unless destroyed, could 
work havyoe to a town or army by flying 
above it and throwing down. bombs. 

The hangars are nearly as wonderful as 
the machines themselves. Hangars capable 
of holding the largest dreadnoughts have 
been constructed. These have been built 
ox turntables, so, no matter how the air or 
condition of the wind, the airship may be 
taken out and docked with little danger. 

The newest hangar is under construction 
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Germany Leads. 


in Helioland. This is a turntable hangar 
which sinks into a pit. When in the pit its 
heavily armored roof is flush with the 
ground. 

In addition, iron towers as anchorages 


for the dirigibles have been erected. These 


anchoring towers have been built with re- 
volving- tops. In this way, no matter how 
the wind is, the ships may ride in safety. 
These towers are constructed close to hy- 
drogen stations. One such tower has been 


‘built on the Austrian frontier, two have 


been built on the Russian frontier, three on 
the French, and eight on the North sea 


eoast.

THE HUNGER STRI 


HAT such a “joker” as the “ hunger 
strike” should have come to play so 
conspicuous a part in the suffraget 
game and to excite the public to such 
a large extent seems to be due chiefly to the 
general ignorance of mankind on the simple 
laws of the body. The marked interest in 
the views of Mr. Murray, an English scien- 
tist, together with some of the best known 
European physicians’ opitiions on this subject, 
indicates a startling change that may take 
place shortly in the attitude and actions of 
the London officials in dealing with 9 hunger 
striking suffragets. 
The average human being, declares Mr. 
Murray, has enough food capital stored in his 


organism to last from 60 to 100 days! 


Rather startling a statement, considering the 


widespread homage that is paid to the full 
stomach. For years the most of us have acted 
religiously on the principle of “feed well,” 
whether in sickness or in health, and have 
come to the natural conclusion that the most 
dreadful of all calamities, death, will surely 
befall that person who for some reason or 
other is forced to go without food for a few 
weeks. And it has only been within recent 
years that Horacé Fletcher has been able to 
convince a few people at a time a prolonged 
fast is often the most beneficial thing in the 
world and even resorted to by. some as a recre- 
ation and because of the delightful after 
effects ! 

“Let the determined ladies go without 
food,” says Mr. Murray, “ for not only will 
it do them no harm but it may even do

them a lot of good. Of course the prison 
authorities must take care to keep therm in 
well ventilated, well warmed rooms and supply 
them, too, with books and papers, that their 
minds may be kept occupied, and they can 
safely sentence them to three months’ incar- 
ceration without food, and without fear that 
they will interfere with the workings of the 
law or the quiet of the streets.” 

It also is claimed for fasting it clears the 
mind, and strengthens it, too; so it has been 
suggested it would really be a most excellent 

- thing for the militant English suffraget. 

A prominent English society woman has 
recently passed through a most interesting 
fast of twenty-five days, and has emerged in 
splendid spirits and eonditionp. For the first 
three days she did not: even drink any water,

and by the end of the first week her general 
system felt comfortable and there was a 
marked increase of spirits. 

She was worried at first for fear that there 
might be a slight change of facial appearance, 
but beyond the fact that the face got slightly 
smaller there was no other alteration. Five 
hours’ walking exercise was taken daily. 
There were no sensations of hunger, of lassi- 
tude, of discomfort in any way, although all 
the time was spent among tempting foods. 

An interesting incident was the loss of all 
taste for food. She actually had to coax her- 
self back to the bother of eating. Her re- 
stored appetite was quite satisfied with a little 
soup, a chop, and some bread and butter. She 
had been of the opinion that a baby lobster 
would be the thing that she most desired, but 


she was not able to tackle that until the fol- 
lowing midnight after the breakfast. 

She lost about two pounds a day. During 
her fast she had little desire for water, but 
with the return of eating she became possessed 
of an almost insatiable thirst. In three days 
she had regained ten pounds. 

Once it comes over city officials that suf- 
fragets aré in no danger of cqmmitting sui- 
cide—for a couple of months at least—and 
by that time they will be sure to have changed 
their minds—the dreadful hunger strike bogy 
will have disappeared, and the women in ques- 
tion will be allowed to improve their health 
and their spirits as much and as long as they 
desire. They may even lose their militancy 
by the time they get through with a fifty day 
fast!

They meet at some function & man 
who makes a favorable impression afid they ip- 
wardly resolve to leave no stone unturned in 
the pursuit of him. They call him up at bis 
place of business, arrange little cffairs at their 
homes for him, invite him to accompany them 
to dances, and even buy theater tickets and in- 
vite him to go along.

They 
don’t seem as if they would make wives like 
my mother. They seem .to know so little.

Even ny sister doesn’t seem 
to have mother’s knack of making people com- 
fortable. She has beep to college, too Still 
there are so many practical things—interesting 
things—-which she flatly refuses to cultivate

HE victory of the limited suffrage bil! 
— in Minols is one of the most significant 
victories woman's suffrage has had in 
the United States because of the pe- 
culiar conditions existing in the state 
apd the fact that the bill. gives great polit- 
ical power to the women in thé second largest 
city in the country. 

Dlinois is the first state east of the Missis- 
sippi to extend the franchise to its women, 
The women of every state in the union realize 
this progressive step taken by the Illinois 
legislature is the opening wedee for suffrage 
in the conservative middle and eastern states. 
Its effect will be immediate in Illinois, where 
the sane, practical understanding and work 
of the women as “half citizens’”’ will con- 
vince the legislators that full suffrage should 
be given them at the first opportunity. 

Illinois’ victory will push the woman’s suf- 
frage movement forward in every country in 
the world where the women are working and 
waiting to have slow ground justice accortled 
them by the men. To the women who have 
gathered at Budapest for the convention of 
the International Woman's Suffrage alliance 
searing tidings of gains and defeats from 
nine countries, the news of Dlinols’ progress 
will furnish an added cause for joy and an 
Inspiration for new conquests. Miss Jane 
Addams and Mra. Joseph T. Bowen, Illinois’ 
felegates to the convention, may be justly 
proud of the men and women of their state.

Factors That Brought Success. 

The success of the measure may be at- 
tributed to many factors—the carefully 
planned and skillfully engineered campeign 
carried on by Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, Mrs. 
Sherman M. Booth, Mrs.Antoinette Funk and 
Mrs. Medill McCormick at Springfield; the 
cobperation of practically every suffragist 
in the state through the personal work on 
his or her particular legislator: the years 
of faithful, earnest labor so unselfishly given 
to the cause by Mrs. Catharine Waugh Mc- 
Culloch; the splendid work of Mrs. Ella 8. 
Stewart, who for six rears gave much of her 
time to welding together the suffragists 
forces in the state and making new con- 
verts; the unusually high class legislature 
in power at Springfield this year—all of these 
contributed a share in Illinois’ signal victory. 

First to begin the lobbying this year was 
Mrs. Sherman M. Booth, chairman of the 
legislative section of the Ilinois Equal Suf- 
frage association. Though an active suffrage 
worker of only a few years’ standing, Mrs. 
Booth surprised even experienced legislators 
by her tactful, diplomatic handling of 4im- 
eult situations. For the last twenty weeks. 
the has devoted all of her time to the work 
at Springfield. She tabulated the political 
records and the life histories of every man 
In the legislature. After having finished 
this work she lined up those men who ued 
stood for suffrage in years past and con- 
verted a good many opponents of the cause. 
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Other Workers Join. 

When the legislative work became in- 
creasingly difficult—too: large a problem for 
any one women—Mrs. Trout joined Mrs. 
Booth. For fourteen weeks Mrs. Trout gave 
of her time and energies unstintingly, work- 
ing practically day and night. Not only 
did she show herself a master and genius in 
handling the men at Springfield but she 
proved herself an executive of rare ability 
when her call for cojperation from the suf- 
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Pry. Medill Cormick, 


pects of this crisis, which, in the opinion of 
Mra. Catt, threatens to become a “ civil war.”’ 
As president of the international suffrage 
association Mre. Catt has perhaps a more 
comprehensive grasp of the suffrage move- 
ment than any other woman living today. 
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As Mrs. Catt Sees Struggle. 

“The suffrage campaign in the United 
States is a dull and: commonplace affair when 
compared with the sizzling white heat of the 
British strugglie,’’ wrote Mrs. Catt. “I 
chanced to arrive in the midst of a particu- 
larly interesting and apparently crucial pe- 
riod and set to work with diligence to.learn 
ite meaning so far as I could. 

“‘In two weeks I have attended seventeen 
suffrage meetings or events representing dif- 
ferent, and often opposing, groups. Some of 
them were militant meetings which seemed to 
be quite constitutional, and some constitu- 
tional which seemed decidedly militant. Ey- 
erywhere the atmosphere was charged with 
electric intensity, the perfervid oratory ap- 
pealing more to emotion than to reasom It 
seemed to be taken for granted that the time 
had passed for argument, and indignation 
at the broken promises of the government 
and contempt for its pretense and its long 
record of suffrage inistakes was apparently 
the ruling spirit of all of them. 

“ During the last week I have heard more 
inciting, incendiary, revolutionary talk than 
I have heard at homein my whole life Al- 
though I have witnessed many excited cam- 
paigns of varying objects, I have never seen 
anything which could compare with the 
present temper of the British public. 

“None of the many people to whom I heve 
put the question is willing to hazard a pre- 
diction as to the outcome of the present sit- 
uation; therefore, I, a stranger to whomevery 
factor in it is unfamiliar, must not prophesy; 
but I have been tempted upon several oo- 
casions to think this country on the verge 
of civil war. A member of parliament, how- 
ever, assures me that there is more “ sound 
than fury ” in the present tumult, and doubt- 
less he is the better judge. 
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dealing with the problem of militant suffra- 
‘gism. Whenever the militants have done 
anything considered worthy of government 
attention the punishment meted out has in- 
variably beem of a kind which has involved 
some broader principle than woman suf- 
frage, or has applied to other classes as well 
as to the militants, or has seemed to threaten 
the perpetuity of some established liberty. 
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Government's Four Mistakes. 

“ Large masses of people, not necessarily 
euffragists, fearing the establishment of a 
dangerous precedent, have taken notice; and 
in the dust kicked up by the protest of these 
outsiders the misdeeds of fhe suffragets have 
been forgotten, while the unfairness of the 
government has become the talk of the king- 
dom. The government made the first mig- 
take when it put women in prison for asking 
questions in meetings, which !s quite a nor« 
mal proceeding in England; the second when 
it refused to recognize them as political pris- 
oners; the third when it released them be- 
cause they wouldn/t eat; the fourth when it 
introduced in the barbaric torture of forcible 
feeding, etc. 

“At each successive blunder the protests 
of the public have risen higher and stronger, 
and militancy has seemed to receive a sup- 
port which in itself it would never have se- 
cured. 
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The Record of Incendiarism. 

‘I am not one of those who hold that the 
militants have been driven to violence. If 
this were true, then violence is the logical 
protest against every governmental tyranny; 
and I believe reason and evolution, not emo- 
tiom and revolution, to be the normal ladder 
by which people must climb to new liberties. 

‘But I do believe that the world wide 
notoriety given to militancy, and the unde- 
niably tremendous tmpetus which in the 
early days it gave the movement In England 
and elsewhere, would have been impossible 
without the unintentional alliance « the 
government. Indeed, militancy as now de- 
veloped would never have appeared, in my 
judgment, had there been a more )ad! ‘ous 
application of plain common sense i: the 
beginning. With these comments asa Key, 
permit me to recite briefly the events just 
now passing. 

“There has been a daily record of incen- 
Marism credited to the militants ever since 
the government broke its promise to give 
facilities for woman suffrage amendments to 


“To secure this end it digs up a law made 
for a special occasion in 1800, which has 
been lying in ‘ innocuous desuetude ’ for cen- 
turies. By this law speakers must promise 
‘good behavior,’ failing which the magis- 
trate has almost unlimited power of dealing 
with the prisoner. Lawyers question the 
validity of the law, and the general public 
declares it does not provide for a fair trial; 
that any labor agitator, trade unionist, 
striker, reformer, or excited orator will be 
Hable to imprisonment if the precedent is 
established. 
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Free Press and Speech. 


“The government next proposes to sup- 
press the Suffraget, the militant orgenm. It 
haled the printer into court and secured a 
promise from him to print no more copies. 
But the paper appeared the next day and 
was boldly sold upon the street. The printer 
of that tssue was then brought to court, and 
now half the papers in England are unde- 
niably at odds with the government concern- 
ing the technical right to stop a paper lest 
sometime it may contain am incitement to 
disorder. 

“ The board of the national labor press an- 
nounces that it is, and always has been, op- 
posed to the policy of the militants, but it de- 
clares that it will fight to the finish the ef- 
fort to suppress free speech by this means; 
and it snaps its fingers in the face of the 
government and announces that it will print 
the paper, after censoring the copy, as a test 
of the right of the government to take such 
action, — 

“ The government has further forbdidtien the 
militants to hold meetings tn Hyde Park. 
Whereupon a Men's League for Woman 
Suffrage at once stepped into the vol and 
has attempted for the last three or four Sun- 
days to hold suffrage meetings on the famii- 
jar common. These meetings have been 
rushed and broken up eas a general thing, and 
enother question arises out of that fact If 
papers may be suppressed, and perfectly 
legal meetings are not protected, what Is to 
become of free speech? A babel of opinion

We 
Went there on May day and Mstened awhile 
at eix of the eight platforms where Socialists 
were having their annual demonstration.

The 
speechea, however, were decidedly inciting 
and revolutionary, yet there is no threat to 
arrest those speakers or rush the meetings. 
“I went on the following Sunday and saw 
many suffrage meetings, which sprung up 
like mushrooms all over the green, rushed 
and broken up. As soon asthe crowd paused 
at one spot it was rushed. They began by 
shouting, ‘Rata, rats; let the women go ‘ome 
and tike care of the bibies’; “Votes, they’M 
never git ‘em’; ‘Who put the bomb in St. 
Paul's’; ‘Bombs’; ‘Burnt houses’—then 


would come the rush. _- 


“ After observing eevera!l of the maneuvers 
I was convinced that the crowd was really 
infuriated and vietting retaliation upon the 
cause in whose name the so-called ‘reign of 
terror’ is being conducted. Nine-tenths of 
the crowd—npumbering thousands—were 
men; men for and men against. They grew 
increasingly angry at each other and a mild 
form of riot possessed the park.

A Most Thrilling Sight. 


“As a result of these facts and many 
others, the most significant thing of this re- 
markable period happened. An impromptu 
free speech defense committee was organ- 
feed, with many prominent names, including 
geveral members of parliament as mem- 
bers, and a massmeeting was called for 
Sunday afternoon in Trafalgar square, 
where English protests against national 
grievances have always been expressed. 


“This was a most thrilling, wonderful 
sight. The largest gathering for many years 
collected; estimated at between 25,000 and 
80,000.

“It would seem to a cool headed observer 
that these violators of the right of free 
speech were only getting tit for tat; but no, 
the government must needs go at the matter 
in such a blundering way that ‘all trade 
unionists, socialigts, and many other ists see 
a possible curtailing of the sacred liberty of 
‘free speech’ in this land, which has more 
‘free speech’ to the square inch then any 
other country I know. 

“During these events every day at Bow 
street police court suffraget prisoners were 
being tried for various offenses. The head- 
quarters of the W. 8. P. U. were raided by 
the police and closed for two or three days, 
the beaders being arrested for conspiracy. 
Damaging evidence of the preperation for 
further incendiarism hed been found 'n the 
homes of some of the prisoners. Mrs. Pank- 
hurst had been released in an exhausted 
state after the long fast, and was placed 


under guard while she recovered sufficient’y 


to return, and countless similar incidents 
composed the daily program.

Public Opinion Now Shocked. 

“While suffragets wage a war of vio- 
lence against the government, and the blun- 
dering government finds that every weapon 
it turng upon them in defense hits somebody 
else who rises up to hit back, the conflict 
growing noisier, more heated and bitter 
every day, the constitutionals continue a 
nationwide, vigorous, active educational 
campaign. It was their work which won 
the majority in the house of commons be- 
fore 1884 and has kept it ever since. It has 
maintained the stable, steady background 
against which militant pyrotechnics have 
been displayed and will keep on until the 
end. ne 
‘‘To my mind had the constitutional meth- 
ods of early days alone been employed in 
England, the suffrage movement would have 
been long upon ite march to victory; had 
the militants alone occupied the field, the 
movement would have come to an untimely 
end. 
forces to awake this tradition bound land. 
‘“T have long been of the opinion, which 
remains unchanged, that all of the constitu- 
tional work of the militants has been im- 
measurably valuable. It gave a new impe- 
tus to the movement the world around, but 
I believe that all the really ‘ militant’ tac- 
tics have been a sad mistake and would 
have been so demonstrated had not the gov- 
ernment confused the issue by its mistakes. 
“If it comes about that the woman’s war 
is really suppressed, the constitutional wing, 
with its vast army of thousands of mem- 
bers and sympathigers, will win back the 
public opinion which is now shocked and 
disgusted at the continued outrages perpe- 
trated by the militants If, on the other 
hand, a national riot grows out of the in- 
creasing disorder, the quieting influence will 
be the constitutionals. The government will 
not surrender to force; the constitutionals

For the first time since Leif Eriksen and 
his viking sea rovers established a “ line” 
to Vinland in the year 1,000 a direct trans- 
portation line between Norway and America 
has been started. 

The enterprise is the Norwegian-America 
steamship line and the first boat, Kristian- 
lafjord, is scheduled to arrive in New York 
tomorrow, its maiden voyage. The enter- 
prise. ‘Ys international in ¢harcter, much of 
the capital hving been supplied in Chicago 
and by Norse-Americans in all parts of the 
United States A subsidy of $275,000 a 


year has been granted the line by the Nor- 


wegian government in return for carrying 


the mails and other concessions.

The new line is expected to prove of mu- 
tual advantage to both nations in the way 
of closer commercial relations. Norway's 
exports to the United States, especially 
packed fish producta wood pulp, paper, and 
safety matches, have increased steadily dur- 
ing the last ten years and American ex- 
ports to Norway are growing.
